In reference to Mr. Buck's No.532, no reply has yet been 
received to his note to Mr. Kato dated January 1, designed to 
hold the Japanese Government to the Foreign Office's interpre- 
tation of the last clause of Article I of Ordinance No.458, which 
interpretation, (in enclosure With Mr. Buck's No.526 of Decem - 
ber 14)appears to be authoritative.

perpetual leases,—and that they are endeavoring to draw up a 
bill which will concede only what cannot possibly be refused, 
and will leave’ them in a tenable position ready to justify their 
refusal of all other demands, and that when they consider them- 
selves in such a position they will continue the diplomatic dis- 


cussion, 


Many months ago the French, German, and British Representay 
tives, under instructions from their governments, claimed, as "e 
well as immunity from all charges against lands held under per- 
perual leases, immnity from the house tax and fromm all other 
charges against buildings standing on &uchsilands. Their posie 
tion remains unchanged, They contend that the buildings are 
"part and parcel of the lands? 

The present French position differs from the British and 
German in that the French Minister goes so far as to claim that 
income tax may not be levied on income derived from property 
held under the perpetual leases, probably meaning the houses in- 
eluscal :

In the German position there is a point not dwelt upon by 

others, based on ed ph ae paragraph of Article XVIII of the 


German treaty. It is:— That the perpetual leaseholds may now 


be sold to Japanese without becoming, by the process, titles in

If the German 
treaty secures this right, contrary to the conditions of the or- 
ginal leases, then Imperial Ordinance No.333 of July 7, 1899, 
appears to conflict with that treaty. It seems that this right 
would widen the market for selling the leases and would prevent 
the settlement properties from getting irrevocably out of the 
hands of foreigners, who could not own them in fee simp le. 

The Germans rely upon fiaragraph 4 of Baron Yvon Marschall's 
note of April 4, 1896, to secure forever, irrespective of the 
lapse of their treaty, any rights acquired before ér during its 
operation.o” 

Weither the British, French, nori Germaricrepresentative haa. 
yet received a definite reply to his representations, 

An unfortunate niounderetendine, by which it has been wide- | 
ly believed that buildings must always be registered, has been 
brought about by a mistake in Dr. teanheints translation of the 
Law of Registration, and by the fact that there are séparate 
registry books for land and for buildings. I have the honor 
to enclose herewith the translation of law réferred to, with the 
mistake indicated. From that law, particularly from Article 106 
for example, it appears that the holder of a perpetual lease to 
a lot, who owns the house thereon, is quite safe in the ownership 
of his house without registering it. I may here add that the 
Japanese themselves ordinarily do not register their houses if 


they own the land upon which those houses stand. 
The best supporttof: thetargument that the houses and lands 


are regarded by the treaties as one is thought to be contained 
in Article XXI of the French treaty. But, as the houses were 
not in-existence when the leases were made, and never belonged 
to the J iciaieie Government, it is difficult to understand how © 
they can be considered as properties held under ( en vertu de)

The proprietorship of the soil was expressly reserved to 
_ the Tapanese Government. The leases specified certain “lots

Article XXVIII of the Copyright Law of Japan, quoted in Mr. 
Buck's No.336 of July 20th 1899, contains the only obstacle to 
an immediate arrangement by the method of the President's issuing 
a Proclamation extending the protection of our copyright law to 
the citizens or subjects of any country the laws of which afford 
to Americans substantially national cieidiniat in copyright. 

But Article XXVIII makes the enjoyment of national treatment by 
foreigners whose copyright privileges are not specially deter- 
mined by treaty conditional upon first publication of their work 
in Japan,-@itheir treatment thus differing from national treat- 
ment. x 

By Article 3 of the Protocol of 1894 with Great Britain, and 
vy Section 4 of the Protocol of April 4 1896 with Germany, the 
Japanese Government agreed to join the Berne Convention cover- 
ing copyright before consular jurisdiction should cease. 

Then, too, Article XI of the Japan-Switzerland Treaty secures, 
irrespective of the Berne Convention, reciprocal national treat- 
ment in copyright. So that Pavored nation includes national 
treatment. ae 

Indicated above ia the only mention of copyright which oc- 


curs in Japan's treaties and conventions now in force. 


On the 15th instant, in presenting the matter to the Min- 


ister for Foreign Affairs, I remarked that the United States Gov- % 


ernment had taken a leading part in facilitating and hastening 
treaty revision, and that their consequent willingness to sign 
their treaty so early showed clearly their confident expectation 
that they would receive at least as favorable treatment as any 
other nation; that the spirit of Article XIV, and, indeed, of 
the whole treaty, justified such an expectation. 


I mentioned that we had reciproval agreements with most .5 | 
: countries cee - 
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countries; and intimated that, since Japan. had, by the Berne 
Convention as well as by the Swiss Treaty, afforded copyright 
protection to the citizens or subjects of practically all the 
Treaty Powers, it was impossible to anticipate a refusal to afe 
ford to citizens of the United States, whose Government offered 
a corresponding return, equally favorable treatment.

I have the honor to report that on the 27th ultimo the Jap- 
anese Diet was prorogued by Imperial Rescript for a period of 
ten days. The circumstances which led to the 'prorogation are 
these: 

The Government had introduced bills to provide additional 
revenue by increased taxation of alcohol, alcoholic liquors, and 
sugar. The House had readily passed these bills, the Constitu- 
tional Party's majority vote having been further augmented by 
the vote of a large portion of their opponents the Progressives, 
who supported the measures on the recommendation of Count Okuma, 
their leader. Count Okuma had advised them to do so, even 
though he thus divided his own party,-— so heartily did he de- 
sire the passage of the bills. Es 

The: Gommittee to which the bills were referred in the House - 
of Peers reported against them by a vote of t@elve to three. 

This was evidently the index of the Peers’ intentions. The 
Stated 

committee's Peportes as their reasonsfor rejecting the bills 

that, since the Government had promised to carry out a reorgan- 

ization of administration and of finances, the reor ganization 

should precede the increase of taxation; further, that there 

was no pressing need of funds which could not be met by further 

drafts on. the Emergency Funds by selling a few bonds now held 

in the treasury; thet the necessity of further military opera- 

tions in China and consequent need of money were uncertain; and 


that the present was an inopportune time for increased taxation. 


The Government has spared no efforts in endeavoring to pere 


> 
suade the Peers. Marquis Ito has appealed in the strongest 


terms for the passage of the measures. He contended that the

money Was necessary for the maintenance of Japan’ forces in 
Chinas; and for upholding her international standing, and that . 
the Government coulé not, therefore, consent to the rejection 
of the bills. we, 

The attitude of the Feers waa -q@ident ly unmoyvéa@ by ‘these 
appeals, and thereupon the Imperial Rescript of sveromstten was 
read before the bills had been voted upon. 

The two hoyges of the Diet have equal legislative functions, 
excepting that financial measures must go first before the Lower 
House. Lt is curious thet the first time the Peers have ever 
failed to elite’ the Government is in refusing a taxation in- 
crease -lready agreed to by the popular branch,- especially so 
since in his speech opening the Diet the Emperor definitely nen- 
tioned that he had directed his Ministers to prepare bilis for 
increased taxation, for the purposes of defraying expenses in 
North China and of putting the national finances on a sound bas- 
is. 

The gravaty of the crisis appears from the fact that the 
Emperor has summoned from Kyoto: Marquiges Yamagata and Saigo and 
Count Matsukata, the most powerful of the senior statesmen, to 
assist in adjusting the trouble. They, like Count Okuma, have 
expressed their opinions that the taxation bills shpuld be pass- 
ed. 

While the Peers are not disposed to yield, yet a compromise 
vy mutual concessions may perhaps be brought about through the 
mediation of the elder statesmen. It is possible that a direct 
méssage to the Peers, in effect a mandate from the Emperor to 
pass the bills, may be resorted to. A change in the organiza- 
tion of the House of Peers is spoken of as another possibility. 
An appeal to the country by the election of a new House of Re-= 


presentatives , who would no doubt again support the measures,- 


and thus by reiteration make the popular will doubly certain,- 
is also possible, but hardly likely.

Programme « It is renerally-«acknowledre* that the opposition 
of the Peers is based, not upon disapproval in principle of the 
bills, but upon feelings of hostility, prejudice , and pique. 
They are against party government at present. Because they de= 
spise Mr. Hoshi, whose reputatiomis the worse for some public 
works’ scandals, they are especially suspicious of and hostile 
to government by a party..in which he and his followers are so 
excecdingly prominent, and reluctant, perhaps, to supply addi-e 
tional revenue to be disbursed under that party's government. 
They are prejudiced against a few of the Ministers, whom they 
think ill chosen. They are rather jealous of the power of thé 
Lower House, piqued at the comparatively less attention paid 
them,- in explaining measures etc.,=- and a feeling that they 
were being coérced made them desire to assert their power. 

In this connection I may mentiog thet the budget was passed 
by the-Lower House with only the cutting down of the departmentéd 
estimates by some two millions: and the elimination ( as better 
postponed till after the promised administrative reform ) of a 
provision for raising the absurdly low salaries of judges. © 
Thereupon the judges throughout Japan began an agitation that 
almost amounts to a strike; and it is said that the Government 
is to bring them before a disciplinary court. Baron Kaneko, 
Minister of Justice, issued a notification; but it seems to 
have failed to restore order among the refractory judges.

Japan, the othinstaneie for reciprocal national treatment 
between the United States and Japan do not, immediately, exist. 

Fappily, however, Article XXVIII above referred to clear- 
ly contemplates the removal of any nationality from the cate- 
gory to which the condition of first publication in Japan ap- 
plies, by means of a treaty or convention between Japan and ei 
the Government of that nationality, the conclusion of which, 
ipso facto, makes that condition inapplicable,- as it is also .

In July and August last Mr. Buck sent dispatches on the sub- 
ject of the discrimination alleged by the Japanese Government 
to have been practiced at that time against Japanese subjects in 
virtue of local sanitary measures at San Francisco and in Colo- 
rado. 

I have the honor to inform you that on February 16th an in- 
terpellation was introduced in the Lower House, containing the 
following: —"What protest has the Government entered in connesc- 

“tion with the enforcement in San Francisco of a stringent and ar- 
ebitrary quarantine in May last on Japanese and Chinese, with 
«consequent great loss to them; and what future assurance has 
«the Government demanded?" 

The Government replied: —'That, on receipt of the news of 

'the o¢eurrence in question, they at once lodged with the Feder- 


'al Government of the United States a protest against the doings 
'of the local authorities and sought a proper rectification of 


‘the matter. And further, that they were then in negotiation 
‘with the United States Government with a view to preventing in 
‘future similar occurrences, ' 

I report this as showing that the alleged discriminatory 
application of local sanitary measures in the United States made 
an impression in this country, although mention of it in the Diet 
on that occasion may have been partly due to internal politics. 
The ee ME however, who qubenquent iy, caiio4 upon the Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs to discuss the subject, eS dis- 


avowed all party ‘motives. 

The interpellation also contained questions as to discrin- 
ination against Japanese by the recent immigration law, which 
by the nature of its provisions indirectly exoéludes them, to a 
great extent, from British Columbia; and as to discrimination 
in levying a poll tax and cattle tax upon Japanese and Chinese 
only in Saigon, Tonquin, etc. 


To these questions the Government replied, in effect, that 


those territories not being covered by the treaties, nothing 
could be asked as a right; that in the one case, by direct ne- 
gotiations with the Canadian Government, an endeavor was being 
made to get the law repealed on grounds of comity; and that % 
in the other case, if the discrimination were found to exist, : 
steps would be taken on the same grounds. 

Of course the Japanese are very sensitive about any less

wife and myself in this affair, by reason of the non-protection 


afforded us by the Japanese officials, I request: that a demand 


on the Japanese Government be made for an indemnity of five 
thousand dollars gold for my wife and five thousand dollars 
gold for myself.

Being in Japan for my health ( as per attached order ) ac- ( 
companied by my wife, I legt Kobe by train Mondsy, Feb.I8, I90I,, 
at 9.57 A.M. for Kyoto, Japan (having been told it was cold at 
that point, and not having any thick civilian clothing with me, 
vonring Pia fatigue uniform and dédvercoat, of my rank) arriving 
at Kyoto station shortly after twelve o' clock. : 

Outside of said station we took two jinrikishas for 4he 
Kyoto Hotel, reach-ing same in about twenty minutes, and the 
price of jinrikishas being twenty sen per hour, I gave each 
jinrikisha man, upon arrival at:the hotel, ten sen (for twenty 
minutes) which they accepted. Shortly after, one of the hotel 
clerks(who spoke English) came to me and said the jinrikisha 
men wanted twenty five sen each, for although the rate was 
twenty sen per hour, the rate from the station to the hotel was 
twent-five sen; upon my protesting against paying twenty-five 
sen each for twenty minutes, he said I could keep them for the 
afternoon for fifty-five sen each, and I told him I would do 
so, at which he told the jinrikisha men I wanted them for the 
afternoon, when they sent in the twenty sen given them and ag- 
reed to wait. 

When ready to start half an hour later, both jinrikisha 
men had gone and upon inquiry, the hotel clerk stated teet they 


had decided not to wait. I then engaged two jinrikisha men ton 
from the hotel for the afte noon(one of whom spoke English ee 
quite well and one of whom was No.I7) and upon return, paid — 
each of them fifty-five sen, engaging them again for the tole 
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(the regular rate being ninety-five sen per day )and engaged 
them again for the following morning. Wednesday morning Feb. 
20,1901, the same jinrikisha men were emploved from 9.00 until 
II1.20,whenI dismissed them at the railroad station for Nara, 
oaying each of them fifty sen and both of them expressed then- 
selves well pleased with their employment and we had been well 
pleased with their services, and neither of them were in the 
crowd which attacked us later. 

My wife and myself remained in the waiting room at the sta- 
tion until about II.30 A.M. when one of the railroad porters 
(who was quite tall, wearing a red cap)came up and said we co- 
ld start for the train platform, as the train would leave in 
fifteen minutes; it being some distance to the train and being: 
anxious not to miss it, as the cold disagreeable weather at Ky=> 
oto was a detriment, instead of a benefit, to our health, and 
ve wished to reach Kobe via Nara before sundown, we started for 
the train at once, accompanied by the porter, cerrying our hand 
liggage of one dressing case, one smQ@ll satchel afi@ one small 
package, packed in straw. 

To board the train for Nara, it is necessary to walk from 
the waiting room a distance of about twenty-five yards to a wo-

By this time, we had reached the foot of the steps and 
as soon as we began to ascend, a large crowd assembled on all 
sides of us, at least one hundred and eight or ten laid hold 
of my arms, legs back and wherever they could catch hold. Al- 
though not having my usual strength, by reason of ill health, 
vet through a knowledge of boxing and fencing, gained in Acad- 

mie days, I managed by judicious use of elbows, arms, liegs, 
etc. to Slowly gain a passagé for my wife and myself up the 
stens, until, nearly reaching the top, one of the Japanese, + > 
who seemed to be the leader, attempted to grasp my throat, when 
I considered it time for more effective measures and I landed a 
blow on his face with my left fist that brought blood from his 
lips and nose, knocking him back about six feet into the crowd, 
at the sume time, giving another good blow on his jew with my 
right and grasping a third with my left hand,.I twisted hig arm 
almost out of joint, all of which caused « momentary lull in 
the attack and enabled we ta reach the top of the steps, but 
while crossing the bridge, the crowd(which by this time had 
grown to at-least three hundred)closed in again and attempted 
to seperate my wife and myself. 

One of them grasped my wife's arm, when she (being per- 
fectly cool, for the time being, through experience gained by 
many exposures to danger at various points in the interior of 
Luzon the past vear and having alse some knowledge of boxing) 
immediately trruck him a good blow in the lowerjaw with one 
fist and struck another in his ribs with her other fist, at 


the same time using her elbows to good advantage; during this 


time I was using my arms, elbows and fists as well: as possible, a 
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and being considerably teller than the Japanese, in spite of 
the large dt tacking party, numbering at least twenty who were 
attempting bodily injury, we worked our way acgross the bridge, 
down the steps and almost to the ticket gate, but the time con- 
sumed had been over fifteen minutes, so that, by this time, the 
train had gone. The effective defense put up by us had somewhat 
cooled the ardor of the mob by this time, but durivng the entire 
fifteen minutes of the conflict, not a policeman appeared or 
was in sight, in spite of repeated ealls from time to time,nor 
was any attempt made by any of the railroad officials, although 
some saw the atteck, to render, assistance. 

Finally, when near the train gate, still surrounded by the 
moh, hut who were now keeping beyond arm's length, a policeman 
(who spoke some English)sauntered up, at which some of the cro- 
wd attempted to take hold of me, yet the policeman made no ate 
tempt to stop them, but advised me to pay the man who had his 
face and hands covered with blood, sixty sen "t smooth it bisa 

e Baid , as some in the crowd had begun to call"money". I im- 
mediately demanded that he arrest those who had assaulted us ~ 
and take us to the highest Japanese officials in Kyoto, that 
we conld mike a complaint, but he made no effort to do anything 
until after repeated threts to report the outrage to the Empe- 
ror, when he took us over to tire police captain, (whoes office 
was opposite the railroad station), together with the man with 
the bloody fxuce, who had been the leader of the attacking party 
and whoes name the policeman said was Iwamatsu Taniguchi, No.

After stating the facts to the Police captain through the a 
policeman(the Captain not speaking English) we were calmly in- @ 
formed that he was sorry the men had been a little rude and he 


would fine the leader fifty sen, which was all that could he 
done ahout it and we could go. 


We were shown no courtesy by the officials, not even 


‘te sit down, although naturally exhausted and were comlelled to 
return to the railroad station and sit in the cold waiting room, 
with no luncheon, for one and a half hours, waiting for the 
next train ai 1.45, both catching severe colds. I at once sent 
‘he following telegram "American Consul, Kobe. Violently assaa- 
ulted by Japanese moh railro: d station. Demand damages. Par- 
ticulars tomorrow. Major Mulford? e 
On account of this attack, we could not leave until T.45 
P.M. reaching Nara at 4.IOP.M. by which time it was raining and 
did not arrive at Kobe, until 8.IOP.M. Feb. 20, I90I, having 
suffered severely from cold en route and being sick and exhaust- 
ed. 
Both my wife's and my clothing were torn by the moh, our 
feet were trampled upon and bruised, arms and back strained, 
our nervous systems both received severe shocks, both caught 
severe colds(both heing already in poor:health and compelled 
to travel for it, it may cause serious results to one or both} | 
in -ddition to the outrage and insult to ourselves and to the 
nation we represent, all cause& through the neglect and inef- 


ficiency of the Japanese officials of Kyoto, whoes business it 


is to protect any person travelling through their country.

Saturday afternoon last, and produced a long written statement 
of the affair, but, he had no translation of it, I could learn 
but little cf its real character. 

IT had a long conversation with him about this matter, dur- 
ng which he wished me to especially note that it was, as he 
said, quite impossible for the Police Authorities to aid you 

at ‘he time of the assault. 

To sum it all up, after two hours talk perhaps, he came 
to this point: viz.; that the Police Authorities would be quite 
willing to open up the case with a view to the proper punish- 
ment of the offenders, if found guilty, but that the question 
of damages was quite outside of their province.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your dispatch No. 1757 
of the 13th instant, with. which you tranemit to me copies of 
correspondence relating to an assault committed in Kyoto upon > 
Major H. B. Mulford, of the 39th Infantry, U.S.V.,and upon Mrs. 
Vulford, of Major Mulford’s sworn statement as to the facts, and 
of his request, addressed to you, that a demand be made upon the 
Japanese Government for an indemnity of $5000. gold each for 
himself and for Mrs. Mulford,- which claim, as I understand, 
is desired that I present to the Japanese Government. 

In reply I have to inform you that, without specific in- 
structions from the Secretary of State, this claim for damages 
could not be presented to the Japanese Government through the 
legation. 

By the next mail, copies of the papers in the affair which 
you were good enough to forward me will be transmitted, with a 
copy of the present communication, to the Department of State. 


I may mention my opinions in the matter, formed after care= 


ful consideration of the papers,- some of the substance of which 
may be of use in your further reply to Major Mulford. 


It is a generally recognized principle that - Government ‘ 
cannot always secure either its own citizens or others against +; 
violence due ¥ individual malice or to sudden popular tumult; — 
and that in such cases a gsreigner must share the same redress 
as is offered by law to the citizen, if the courts are ——

the principle would not, I believe, be affected)- unless an ate 
tack had been made upon him especially as an officér.of the Unie - 
ted States Army.

Unless the Japanese authorities were responsible, -- that is 
were in a position to prevent or interrupt the assault, and fail- 
ed to do s80,--there appear to be no grounds for a claim for dam- 
uges against then. Since there was no policeman present, there 
was no positive neglect or inefficiency. Unless there was, 
from past experience or other cause, reason to consider the 
Kyoto-Nara Railway station, ah eopeaialiy dangerous nines. it 
cannot be maintained that the Japanese authorities were bound 
to have a policeman on duty there. 

There are no courts of claims in Japan. The administra- 
tive courts only reviga/administrative acts. There is no law. 
of claims. Branches of the Government may be sued in the ordi- 
nary courts, the forum depending on the location of the branch 
of the Government to be sued. Such a suit would be entertained 
or not, according to the court's opinion of the merits of the 
case. 

The Kyoto-Nara Railway is a private one. Its station, al- 
though in the same neighborhood as that of the Tokaido (Govern- 
ment) Railway, belongs to the Kyoto-Nara Railway Company, and 
the officials and servants on duty there are employees of that 
Company. The Government Railway Administration has only a 
voice in the general policy of the private railways,--as to 
rates etc. --but has no responsibility as to their station are 
rangements etc. . . * 


Since Major Mulford was in the Kyoto-Nara Railway Company's 
station for the purpose of travelling on their lines, he no 


doubt was, to a certain extent, under that Company's protection. : 


The failure of the compamy's officials to attempt to assist Ma- 4 
jor Mulford might perhaps furnish grounds upon which he could : 
bring suit for damages against the company. 


In fining the leader of the assault 50 sen, the police ap- 


pear to have imposed the punishment of the Criminal law, Book IV

the offenders, if found guilty. Inasmuch-as prescription 
of public action is acquired by the lapse of not less than six 
months in case of a contravention of police regulations, and of 
not less than three or six yvears in case of a meant xaos 4 
felony, adequate punishment might be brought about,--according 
to such evidence as Major Mulford might lay before a Kyoto court. 
For instance, if he should prove that the injury inflicted came 
under Book III, Section 5, Article 501, the penalty provided is 
one to three years for one who, by assault and battery, incapac- 
itates another for work for more than twenty days, of ene month 
to one year if for less than twenty days, of eleven days to one 
month if the other is jinjured without being incapacitated . 

As you are doubtless familiar with Kyoto, you will agree 
with me that 25 sen is quite a moderate fare, even for a Japan- 
ese, for the course of about 24 or 3 miles from the railway sta- 
tion to the Kyoto Hotel. Of course jinrikisha-men in Japan, 
like cab-drivers the world over, have one rate of effort (and 
correspondingly of fare) for work by the course, and anotier for 
work by the hour. It is natural that those emalent 2 
unwilling to include in a subsequent arrangement by the hour or 
afternoon, so hard a course as that between the station and the 
hotel, | | 

From experience with the Japanese, and with the partioular- 
ly peaceful Kyoto people, I think it practically per tate ee 
had the jinrikisha-men's requests for fare at the tation : 
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needed, they would not have laid hands upon anyone. 

While far from paliating the method they finally resorted 
to, I cannot but consider it regrettable that Major Mulford 
siould have placed himself in the position he did. I think that 
any Japanese or foreigner who acted with so little care and cir- 


cumspection would fare no better. These considerations might 


be expected to affect any legal proceedings that might be taken 


in the matter. 

None of the above, of course, is intended in the slightest 
degree as Suggestions as to the attitude of Major Mulford, or 
as criticisms of his conduct. Its unnecessary length is due 
to the sympathy I have felt for him in his unspeakably unpleas- 
int experience. 

On the 18th I called upon Major Mulford in Yokohama, for 
the purpose of talking over the matter with him, but found that 
ne had already sailed for Manila. 

You will please inform Major Mulford of my inability to 
present a claim on his behalf.

83 of January 17, 1898, and 
139, of April 29, 1898, I desire to say that inasmch as 
ncress failed to make any appropriation for the erection of new 
Legation buildings at my post, Tokio, I have th® honor to request 
if there is any available appropriation, the Department 
allow me to expend $2,250.00 for installing a hating appa- 
ratus in the present building, which belongs to the Govermeat 
of the United States. While it will be observed that the estimate 
for such heating apparatus, made in 1898, was at a little less 
cost, yet the increased cost of labor and such apparatus since 
then will make the sum named necessary. There is a great ne- 
sessity for such heating apparatus for the comfort of the offi- 
cers of the Legation during the winter, which is steadily mld 
from November to April. The Legation building is large and very 
shabbily built, and cannot be kept canfortable by grates or 
stoves. Heating apparatus of the character described becomes @ 
necessity therefor for the comfort of the entire Legation. 
It is proper to add that such heating apparatus as de- 
sired could be transferred to a new Legation building in case one 


should be built as recommended in my Wo. 150.

An accurate translation of the law above mentioned is here-

pears to guarantee to the property freedom from all charges other 
than the rents, including free registration of transfers, sub-

registration. There is reason to believe that,.an Imperial Or- 
dinance in that sense will very soon be issued. It will prob- 
ably provide for the registration of transfers of perpetual leases 
at the Kencho, and for that of subordinate rights, and of houses, 
when their registration is desired, at the Courts of Registry. 
It will be noticed that there is to be endorsement of transfers 
uponthe title deeds themselves, in addition to registration. 

It has been observed that the application to these preper= 
ties of the laws relating to ower ship makes them liable to be 
the object of servitudes,—such as right of way. Even if this 
is not a natural consequence of the termination of extraterri~- 
torial jurisdiction, it could hardly have any practical import+ 
ance or be a disadvantage, on the whole, to the lease holders in 
the Settlements proper. On the Yokohama Bluff, for instance, 
where there are also holdings of Japanese, should there be ob~ 
jection, if the question were raised it might possibly be claimed 
that the Bluff was not within the Settlements of the Treaties. 
The point seems to me to have no importance. | 

Recent consultation with some of the American holders of 
perpetual leases in Yokohama, since the passage of this new law, 
leads me to believe that they are entirely satisfied with the 
confirmation of their titles, and that they find the condition 
of lands is quite free from objection; but that they adhere, on 
the other hand, to their belief that buildings should likewise 
be exempt. I invited any new arguments in support of that bee 
lief, and any possible objections to the law in its other two 
bearings; but nothing has been communicated. ‘

translation, not text, of the French and of the Austro-Hungarian 
treaties. ‘ FPudosan means immovable, and zaisan means property. 


Biens immobiliers and propriété are both translated by fudosan; 


both biens and proprieté are also rendered zaisan in the trans- 
lation of the French treaty. The discriminating legal use of 
the word seems very questionable. All the treaties having been 
signed in a foreign language only, excepting the Italian Treaty, 
which was signed also in Japanese, it would seem that the Japan- 
ese versions can only have a suggestive force, without authority, 
in the interpretation of the originals. Among the enclosed 
notes is a table showing the use of fudosan in the various trans~- 
lations of the treaties. 

The newly arrived French Minister, Mr. Dubail, whd informs 
me that he has been given by his Government carte bRanche in 
this matter, seems disposed to give up the contention that 


houses are included in propriétés ( of Art. XXI ) and therefore 


entitled to exemption from charges. The British and German re- 
presentatives have received no new instructions on the subject. 
The German representative continues, I am informed, to make 
the contention mentioned in my No. 538 for the free transfer of 
these properties, as such, to Japanese subjects. Once such a 
transfer may have been made, the question would arise whether 
the treaty could control the relations between the Japanese Goy- 
ernment and their subjests ee far as to prevent that Government | 
from turning perpetual leages into fee simple,--or anything else.

cans. So that from the time such a firm acquires a perpetual 
lease, it becomes a right of ownership, which no individual 
foreigner could hold. This change has already taken place in 
the case of two or three foreign firms, so far, however, without 
complaint. Unless the difficulty be obviated by internal ar- 
rangements between the partners,;--an individual to hold the ti- 
tle, giving a mortgage to the others, for example,—upon the dis- 
solution of a firm, embarrassment would seem probable. Also, 
by this process the Settlements might gradually disappear. 

I am not aware whether the Department maintains that, under 
the treaties, the Settlements are bound to remain, undiminished, 
available for foreigners' business purposes, until foreigners 
may at some future time be allowed to own lands in Japan. I 
have thought it best, perhaps, without disclaiming anything, to 
let the German Legation take the lead in this matter; and the 
French in the house question, | 


The scarcity of money in Japan must, I think, sooner or 


later, induce the Japanése to allow foreigners to own land, in 


the hope of this attracting foreign capital. And since the 
Japanese are so very charry of yielding anything, it may be best 
to save these points as useful to relinquish in exchange, while 
avoiding strongly assuming any position that may be untenable.

I have the honor to report that the fifteenth session of 
the Japanese Diet closed on the 25th ultimo. 

Referring to my dispatch No. 5435, of March 4th, last, on 
the subject of the prorogation of the Diet for a period of ten 
days and the subsequent crisis in Japanese politics, I have the 
honor to state that, at the expiration of the first period of 
prorogation, the deadlock between the Government and the Upper 
House not having yet been adjusted, ‘the Diet was again proroug- 
ed for a period of five days. The difficulty was finally set- 
tled by a message from the Emperor to the House of Peers, stat- 
ing that the present condition of affairs at home and abroad 
rendered the passage of the proposed financial moore impera- 


tive, and that it was therefore desirable, that the H°use of 


Peers should give their assent to the bills. This they immed- 


jately did, and the measures were passed as sent up from the 
Lower House. 

The action of the Marquis Ito in thus"hiding behind the 
“Emperor's sleeve"was dota idereniy criticized. But it is under- 
stood that both he and the members of his Cabinet had previous- 
ly placed their resignations in the hands of the Emperor, who 
returned thei resignations with assurances of m; apeoteen confiden- 
ce in the Cabinet and afterwards issued the message upon his 
own initiative. The old question of "responsible cabinets", 


y 


that is, whether cabinets are responsible to both the Emperor,- 
whose appointees they are-, and to the waet,- as the representa- 
tives of the popular will-, or to the endired alone, was erie 
brought into prominence in a new form. Similar collisions bes 
tween the Diet and the Government may be expected to occur at 
any time until@the question of whether or not there are to be 
party cabinets in this country is more definitely settled. 

It was expected that the Peers would find other occasions 
for obstructing the Government,-- especially in the discussion 
of the budget; but the growing gravity of the situation in Chi- 
na prevented further internal conflict, and the budget ‘aie. pass- 
ed, after a conference with the Lower House, as adopted by the 
latter, with only two alterations; yiz,, the expunging of the 
appropriation for a steel foundry at the Kuré Naval.Station, and 
the restoration of the appropriation for increased salaries of 
hannin officiais (departmental clerks et al.). 

The work of the séssion was not large. In all 150 bills 
were submitted, of which 53 were presented by the Government. 

Of the whole number 55 were passed, of which 48 were Government 
bills. The smooth working of the Lower House was due to the a 
liance of Marquis Ito with the Seiyu-kwai (Constitutional. Party). 
A list of the bills passed is enclosed, together with translai¢ 
tions of the increased taxation measures referred to above,-- 
including taxes on the praising. te“ of alcohol} alcoholic liquor s 
and beer; the consumption of sugar; the revised statutory cuse 
toms tariff; and laws relating to the export o 


eoholic liquors,°with other measures of 


law relating to perpetual leases held foreigners was disc 
ed in my No. 550, of the lst instant; and translations of the 
budget, together with such other laws as ooom important, whe 
be forwarded when completed. \ it rh, 

It will be noted that the eppropriation for snorensed. sal

The past few weeks have been regarded here as rather a crite 
ical time, the relations between Japan and Russia having been 
much more than usually strained. The conditions described in 
my No. 536 of January 16 were intensified when the abortive Muk- 
den Agreement was followed by the proposal of the St. Petersburg 


agreement about Manchuria, And finally, when it was understood 


that Russia was making such efforts to force acquiescence upon 
China, even going so far as what resembled an ultimatum, the 
position of affairs became somewhat acute. 

Count von Bulow’s announcement in the German Diet that Ger- 
many did not consider Manchuria within the scope of the Anglo- 
German Agreement, and the fact that no other Power seemed ready 
actively to thwart Russia in her Manchurian aggression, seemed 
to throw the onus of attempting to do so upon Japan. 

The representations which this Government made to Russia 
consisted mainly, I believe, in pointing out that Jennies in- 
terests were involved, and in an expression of dissatisfaction, 
but were hardly a protest, although having the effect of one. 
The Russian answer is supposed to have been a sort of an assure 
ance that the Agreement was unobjectionable; and the rejoinder 
to this a further expression of dissatisfaction. I think it is 
quite safe to say that Japan's representations were not at all 
aggressive or peremptory. 

Russia's giving up the Agreement is regarded as the result 
of a decided diplomatic victory for Japan. Both Government and 
people seem highly pleased at the success, and Mr. Kato is aie 
ed.on all sides.

Although Japan has a large trade in North China, now, as 
always, it is the old Korean question which arouses the Japanese, 
Russia in Manchuria overshadows Kerehy ‘«. 

I think it doubtful whether, with the present Government, 
there has really been any great likelihood of war. Marquis Ito? 
eonservatism is well known. Probably counter demonstrations 
in Korea would have resulted, had not Russia given up the Agree- 
ment. 

To turn to popular opinion, there have been no evidences of 
excitement, beyond the small ultra warlike agitation of the 
National Union headed by Prince Konoye, some questions in the 
Diet, and very many newspaper articles. 

However, the calmmess appeardd rather foreboding. At the 
end of March the Japanese press became unanimous in insisting 
that the Government must restrain Russia in Manchuria, even at 
the risk of war. Various warlike interviews with such promi- 
nent men as Count Okuma and Viscount Aoki were reported, but 
with far from reliable accuracy. It is beyond doubt that there 
has been a strong under-current of warlike feeling among the 
naturally warlike Japanese people. The small Russian demonstra- 
tion at Chinghai, in Korea, added a little to the excitement, 
although, it is to be supposed, intended only for a diversion. 

The old feeling that Russia must sooner or later be fought,— 
with perhaps also a vague idea that Sor the sake of prestige a 
western nation should be fought,—-Wwas to some extent, I believe, 
affected by the idea that time would weaken Japan's relative 
strength vis a vyis Russia, and that the present was the most 


favorable moment. The present scarcity of money in Japan was , 


no-doubt to some extent, a deterrent. 
It is difficult to judge how far the Japanese will be sat- 


isfied in the future with this technical check of Russia in her 
giving up the Manchurian Agreement,—if she piggy He etly to 
strengthen her position in Manchuria, —auand how long the present 
tranquility is likely to last.

So far as I am infosmed the work referred to consists mere- 
ly in rounding off the corners of a jetty extending into the 
harbor at the foot of a street upon one corner of which the 
hina and Japan Trading Company's building is located. Along 
he sea front, at right angles to the jetty, runs a public road. 
The proprietors of the premises in question therefore have no 
landing privileges there. 

I think it is very doubtful whether it could be maintained 
that the Nagasaki land owners, because their lots were designa- 
ted in their leases as "frontage lots", thereby acquired a sere 
vitude of view without special mention in the lease to that ef- 
fect.

In my despatch No. 555 of the 20th ultimo, with regard to 
the budget for the present fiscal year, I had the honor to point 


out that the Minister for Finance's policy of postponing certain 


public works,— notably the extension of railways, telegraphs, 
telephones, etc., — had precipitated a political crisis not 
unlikely to lead to changes in the Cabinet. 

The Ministers made an attempt, which at one time promised 
success, to arragge the matter among themselves. But, as it 
turned out that Viscount Watanabe, Minister for Finance, propos- = 
ed,in the budget for next year, to drop entirely the certain 
works under extraordinary expenditures, agreement became impos~- 
sible. 

The result was that on May 2nd Marquis Ito presented his 
resignation to the Emperor, all the other Ministers, excepting 
Viscount Watanabe, doing likewise. At an intimation from the 
Emperor, it is said, Viscount Watanabe tendered his resignation 
on the following day. 

When it became apparent, after repeated consultations of 
the "elder statesmen", that Marquis Ito could not then be pre- 
vailed upon to reconsider his decision, his resignation was ace 
cepted on the 10th. 

Marquis Saionji, whose ill health is uhderstood to prevent 
his regularly holding office, was appointed Acting Minister 
President, and, some days later , also Acting Minister for Fi- 
nance,

the other Ministers, except the Premier, being commanded to con- 
tinue for the present at their respective posts. 


The trouble appears to be a personal and political, as 


well as a financial one, ‘traceable chiefly to the appointment 


of Viscount Watanabe. 

Although it may very likely be found advisable to postpone 
the public works in question, yet, there being a surplus revenue 
of 38 million yen over the ordinary expenditures, as shown by 
the budget, the finances of the Government hardly appear to be 
in a very critical condition. 

When Viscount Watanabe adhered to his programme of retrench- 
ment, in opposition to all his colleagues, and failed to resign 
his portfolio, all the other Winisters felt called upon to re- 
sign,— an idea peculiar to Japanese politics. 

Each of the “elder statesmen" shows great reluctance, at 
this juncture, to undertake the leadership of a cabinet. The 
situataon presents two difficulties, besides the financial ques- 
tion of whether to postpone undertakings or to endeavor to raise 
the needed funds, namely,— that of dealing with the Constitu- 
tional Party in the Lower House and that of securing the support 
of the Peers, 

Marquis Ito is now in bad health, and it is thought that 
at the present, rather than resume the Premiership, he may de- 
vote his attention to the consolidation and leadership of his 
party. After him, it appears that Count Inouye, who is noted 
for his skill in finance, is looked to.

Referring to previous correspondence on the subject of copy- 
right, I have the honor to enclose a copy of a letter dated Maro’ 
25th, by which the Minister for Foreign Affairs acknowledged the 
receipt of my note of the llth. 

On April 6th, in the hope of hastening the consummation of 
the desired copyright convention, I addressed a letter to Mr. 
Kato, emphasizing the importance of the matter, and requesting 
that it receive attention with as little delay as the convenienct 
of his Government would permit. A copy of the letter is en- 
closed. 

A copy of Mr. Kato's letter of the 15th ultimo, in acknow- 
ledgment of mine, is sent herewith. 

On the 17th instant Mr. Kato replied unfavorably to my note, 
A copy of his communication is enclosed. 

I have the honor to forward herewith, also, a copy of a 
note which I today addressed to the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
again presenting the request of the American Government. 

During the interval since March 11th I have had a great 
many conversations on this subject with the Minister and the 
Vice Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

From those conversations, and from the fact that the Jap- 
anese Government appear, so far, to have been unable to answer 

| the representations already made,—and I do not think they will 


ve able to do s0,—I now have, as from the first, no doubt that —_—_ 
the issue will finally be successful. 
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Cabinet has been quite unsettled, as I had the honor to state 


in my dispatch of the 17th instant, has no doubt been to some

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your note dated the 6th 
instant in which, referring to your note of the lith ultimo rela- 
tive to the protection of copyright, the receipt of which was 
acknowledged in my note of the 25th of the same month, you desire 
to be informed as early as possible whether the Imperial Govern- 
mnt are disposed to comply with the request of the Government 
of the United States to conclude a copyright convention. 

While, in deference to your wishes, I have communicated 
your request to the Authorities concerned, it will be understood 
that in regard to the matter, full investigations have to be 
carried out according as are deemed necessary in the judgment 
of the Imperial Government, and I regret to state that they are 
not in a position to unduly precipitate such investigations 
which will naturally require a reasonable length of time. In 
your note under reply it seems to be assumed that the citizens 
of the United States are now receiving in Japan a discriminatory 
treatment in regard to copyright protection.

In your note of the Iith March last you refer to Art. 
XXVIII of the Copyright Law of Japan which provides that the 
subjects or citizens of the Powers having no special convention 
with the Empire in respect to copyright shall enjoy the protec- 
tion of the law only upon the condition of first publication in 
Japan. Consequently the citizens of the United States not bee 
ing placed in an equal position with the subjects of Japan in 
regard to the protection of copyright, it is desired by the 
Government of the United States to conclude with the Imperial 
Government a convention securing to the subjects and citizens 
of the two countries reciprocal national or most favored nation 
treatment in respect to copyright. 

The matter was at once referred to the authorities concer- 
ned, as stated in my note of the 25th March last, and being now 
in receipt of a reply from them, I beg to acquaint you with the 
views of the Imperial Government respecting the proposal of the 

ited States Government. 

Section 3 of the Act of Congress of the United States, ap- 
proved March 3, I89I, relating to iinire nati makes it a condi- 
tion precedent to the enjoyment of copyright pretentseny Wt 
the works for which copyright is desired, be printed from type, 
set within the limits of the United States, or by reproductive 


arrengement prepared therefrom within the limits of that count- 
Accordingly if a convention were to be concluded on the 
lines suggested by your Government, the subjects of Japan would 
ve +0 carry out the entire process of production within the 
limits of the United States in order to enjoy copyright protec- 
tion, while the citizens of the United States would be enabled 
enjoy protection for their works printed without the limits 
of the Empire of Japan. It will consequently be seen that such 
a convention although having as its object reciprocal protec- 
tion of copyright would, nevertheless, wholly disregard the 
yrinciple of equal treatment. Section 3 of the American Act 
relating to copyright and Article XXVIII of the existing Copy- 
right Law of Japan are framed on nearly identical lines, and 
therefore, should the desired convention be concluded between 
the two countries, the copyright protection which the subjects 
Wold TRLN 
of Japan enjoy in the United States would practically speaking , 
accord with the copyright protection which the citizens of the 
United States now enjoy under the existing laws of Japan. 

Ayt, XI of the Treaty of Amity, Establishment and Commerce 
between Japan and Switzerland having, independent ly of the Berne 
Convention, reciprocally extended national treatment with regard 
to the protection of literary and artistic works, you refer to 
that article in support of the proposal of the Government of 
the United States. It is desired, you intimate, that, as a 
special arrangement already exists between Japan and Switzer- 
land, so in the same way a special arrangement may be conclud- 
ed between Japan and the United States, although the latter have 
not adhered to the Convention of Berne. It may however be ob- 
served that the stipulation in Art. XI of that treaty has enrene 
framed having in view the positioh held by the Government of 
Switzerland with respect to the Berne Convention and having in 
contemplation the decision of the Imperial Government to join 


that Convention. It has therefore created no special treat-

-ment in favor of any States that has not joined the said Cone 
vention. 

While I regret to have to inform you that the Imperial

In order to be in danger of “piracy" in the United States, 
— which danger alone gives rise to the need of copyright proe 
tection,— Japanese literary and artistic property must, neces- 
sarily, have a very large market in America. 

In all such cases, then, since the American import duty is 
25 per cent. on books, and correspondingly high on prints, et 
cetera, it is evident that Japanese subjects interested in such 
properties would, for economical reasons, comply of their own 
accord with the provisions of the American law, which would thus 
inflict no hardship. 


Owing to the striking difference in the principles of their 


application, it cannot be admitted that Section 5 of the Ameri- — 


can Act of 1891 and Article XXVIII of the Copyright Law of Japan

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are framed on nearly identical lines, : 2 
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subjects, if the convention be made, is the same that is offered

considerations o@ relative guid pro quo , to the case of the 
convention desé@red by America. 

The undersigned can by no means perceive that Article XI 
above referred to has not created a special treatment independe 
ently of the Berne Convention, since that Article stands alone 
in a treaty which makes no reference to the Convention, and 
would evidently remain effective should either or both of the 
signatories withdraw from the Convention. 

In his note of March 11th the undersigned had the honor to 
call His Excellenocy's attention to the evident and very asia 


expectation of the United States that they would receive from 


the Imperial Japanese Government, in copyright as in other mate fi 
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ters, at least as favorable treatment as any other Power. 


The generous tone of all the communications, on this and 


kindred subjects, which His Excellency's distinguished predeces- = 


sors, Count Inouye, Count Okuma, and others, addressed to this 
Legation during the years of treaty revision, show plainly that 
the Imperial Japanese Government shared that expectation. 

In the correspondence during those years, from 1885 fore 
ward, His Excellency's predecessors were unanimous in deprecat- 
ing as objectionable the practice of unauthorized reprinting. 

The Imperial Japanese Government did not fail to exert 
every means then at their command, by instructions to the local 
authorities and in other ways, to discourage and restrain the 
infringement of American copyrights,-= always looking forward 
to the time when treaty revision, by removing the obstacle then 
arising from the matter of jurisdiction, would make it possible 
for them to afford full protection. 

Count Okuma, fof example, in writing to Mr. Hubbard on 
March 24th, 1888, spoke of the impossibility of the Imperial 
Japanese Government's providing full copyright protection by 
law, “until they should , availing themselves of a future ope Pe 
“portunity , conclude a formal convention on the subject aS 


"the United States and other Treaty Powers". 


It is clear that the Imperial Japanese Government have con- 4 
sidered, as the Government of the United States have always 
done, that the extension by Japan of copyright protection to 
foreigners was to be one of the numerous innovations which were 
to accompany and be complementary to treaty revision. 

In connection with treaty revision , after as well as bee 
fore the signature of the treaty between America and Japan, a 
solicitude to give American interests favorable treatment was 
invariably emphasized by His Excellency's predecessors. 

Under the circumstances, the undersigned cannot for a moe 
ment permit himself to believe that the Imperial Japanese Govy- 
ernment would wish to leave the United States, in the matter of 
copyright protection, in the present isolated and unfavorable 
position. 

He cannot, moreover, entertain any doubt but that, when — 
they shall have considered the matter in all its broad phases , 
the Imperial Japanese Government will be convinced of the desire 
ability, from every point of view of justice, of acceding to 
the request of the American Government, which the undersigned 
now has the honor again to present .

From the copies of correspondence which I had the honor to 
forward with my dispatch No.565 of the 20th instant it will have 
beem seen that, in my note ‘of that date again presenting the 
American Government's request for a copyright convention with 
Japan, I stated to the Minister for Foreign Affairs that the 
unfavorable reply contained in his letter of the 17th could not 
be acceptable to the United States. 

Mr. Kato being aware, however, that a copy of his reply has 
been forwarded to the Department, I think it likely that the Jap- 
anese Government will be inclined to delay favorable action in 
this matter until it is presented under new instructions sent 
after you shall have received a copy of his reply. 

Therefore, to expedite matters, and, which is of paramount 
importance, to strengthen the impression that the United States 
are in earnest, I venture to express my belief that, under the 
circumstances, a good effect would be produced if, upon receipt 
of my No.563, with enclosures, you would send a telegraphic in- 
struction,—which, or the reading of which, could be shown, if 
found advisable, to the Minister for Foreign Affairs,—stating : 
in strong terms, with reference to Mr. Kato's commmication of 
the 17th instant, that the United States cannot be satisfied 
with a negative answer to their request, the justice of which 
is evident; and directing that the making of the copyright con- 


vention continue to be earnestly urged.

Utsumi ; Minister for Panance, Mr. Soné Arasuké; Minister for 
Education, Dr. Kikuchi ( hitherto President of the Imperial 
University ); Minister of Justice, Mr. Kiyoura Keigo; Minister 
for Agriculture and Commerce, Mr. Hirata Tosuke ; Minister for 
Communications, Viscount Yoshikawa; Minister for War, General 
Baron Kodama; Minister for Navy, Admiral Yamamoto. 

Mr. Kato's unwillingness to remain Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs in the new Cabinet is generally regretted by the public. 
It is thought that the portfolio will be offered to Mr. Komura, 
now Japanese Minister at Peking. Until the permanent appoint- 
ment, Mr. Soné, the Minister for Finance, will be at the head 
of the Foreign Office. 

This complete change was made after the lapse of just one 


month since Marquis Ito's resignation was tendered, the interval 


having been bridged by the temporary continuance of the other 
Ministers at their posts, with Marquis Saionji as Acting Premier 
and Minister of Finance,— as described in my despatch of the 
17th ultimo. 

Marquis Ito having refused at present to return to offices, 
Count Inouye was next asked to form a gabinet; but after some 
days’ investigation, he stated his inability to do so. 3 

Indeed, after endless fruitless consultations and efforts 
on the part of the Genro ( elder statesmen or founders )» ieee 
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o.2<« 
count Katsura, @ comparatively young general formerly Minister 
for War, was induced to form a Cabinet. 

The present is an independent Gabinet. It will no doubt 
enjoy the support of the influential Marquis Yamagata, in whose 
last cabinet five of the present Ministers served, of the Peers, 
and of all who are against party government. 

On the other hand, the two principal political parties, led 
respectively by Marquis Ito and Count Okuma being both wedded 
to the principle of party government, there is no reason to sup- 
pose that either will support the Katsura Ministry in any doubt- 
ful issue. 

This is the first cabinet not predominated by the "Eider 
Statesmen" , composed regardless of the balance of the Satsuma 
and Choshiu clans, and composed of fairly young men. 

The "Elder Statesmen" appear to have lost a good deal of 
influence through their inability to cope with recent difficul- 
ties; and Japanese politics seem to be emerging from their tue 
telage. 

What with the likelihood of opposition in the Lower House, 
and the problems of finance and diplomacy which confront the 
Katsura Cabinet, the personnel of which shows no sign of parti- 
cular strength, there is not much likelihood that it will last 
long. Indeed it is somewhat surprising that Marquis Saionji’s 
interim cabinet was not retained until an arrangement promising 
greater stability could have been reached. 

It seems probable that vargquis Ito wished to have another 
Cabinet formed by those who had opposed his party, he meanwhile 
devoting himself to the development of the Constitutional Assoo- 
lation, and awaiting the time when, by the probable failure of 
this new attempt at non-party government, even the Peers should 
recognize the need of party support in a representative governe- 


ment. 


From the moment Marquis Ito, who has often shown great

The strained condition of the money market in Japan has 
been touched upon in dispatch No.555 of April 20th and elsewhere, 
As illustrative of the present scarcity of money, I have 
the honor to report that the Treasury Department announced, last 

month, that 6 million yens' worth of exchequer bills, to bear 
interest at the rate of wt per cent. per annum, would be issued 
at the price of their face value on the 7th instant, to be re- 
deemed six months after, the interest being paid simultaneously 
with the principal. 

The bills were for sale for the week ending the Srd, when 
it was found that the applications, which were practically all 
made by banks, amounted to about ws millions. It was then de- 
cided to issue the bills up to that amount. 

The slight surplus of applications to take up such desir- 
able paper has been spoken of by the Japanese press as gratify- 
ing. 

When the general financial conditions are considered, it is 
only natural that the Japanese Government has to pay this high 
price for money in the home market. 

The banks of Japan all require from slightly over 10% up in 
loaning money; and the good ones will not lend at all excepting 
on the very safest securities, which they keep listed,—such as 
some of the municipal bonds, the shares of certain railways and 


banks, and of a very few industrial companies. The best Japanese q 


banks pay 7% on fixed deposits for a year. 
Consequently 


Consequently no private enterprise attracts Japanese capi- 


tal unless it is expected to pay over 10%; and no investment, 


nowever safe, can find capital excepting at a rate that is very 
large according to western standards. 

The present is the first time exchequer bills have been re- 
sorted to since 1889, Probably the money would have been bor- 
rowed from the semi-Government Bank of Japan, were its funds 
not now needed for the use of the country’s general economy.

I hae the honor to apply for $450. of the $3000. appropria- 
ted by Act of Congress "To enable the Secretary of State to keep 
"in repair the legation and consular premises owned by the Gov- 
"“ermment ofthe United States and occupied by its agents", to ex- 
pend in putting in repair the Secretary of Legation's house, 
which forms a part of the legation premises here. 

The Secretary's house consists in the remnants of two small 
wooden houses which had long ago been added to a Japanese build- 
ing,--which has since disappeared. The arrangement of rooms is 
consequently so peculiar as to make them very inconvenient. 

The house can be made satisfactory and comfortable and put 
in good repair by the followings+— The building of a partition 
and door; the cutting through and placing of a set of double 
doors and of a large window; the enclosing of the veranda; 
the construction of two bath-rooms; the building of some ser- 
vants' quarters (the old ones being no longer habitable); and 
the repappering of two rooms. 

The lowest estimate made by a competent local architect 
shows that the $450. requested is a very close approximation of 
the cost of the needed work.

FOREIGN TRADE OF JAPAN FOR 1900. 


By Mra. Artuun Hype Lav. 


The lamentable occurrences in China and the con- 
thenatinn of ae: SSO ee ee ae oe 
a check upon rapidly expariding export trade of , 
Japan, and her manufacturing industries have suffer- | 
ed in Moreover, the silk crop, upon 
which this country in the main relies to adjust the’ 
halance of its oe with foreign countnes, aed 
a disappointment. With rd to the im trade, 
the indications in the proten. ah 1899 wars thal the 
ensuing year would offer splendid opportunities for | 
business. The result was that large quantities of 
,eods were ordered from abroad which appeared in the | 
returns for 1g0o, and the year opened with a feeling | 
of over-confidence in commercial circles. [It soon 
hecame apparent, however, that the outflow of specie? | 
which had already begun, was likely to increase, and | 
that the large arrivals of commodities expected would | 
find an increasingly stringent money market. These} 
are some of the factors which have operated un-| 
favourably upon the trade of Japan. 

The semvalty of money available for mercantile 
purposes, with the high rate of interest, was much 
felt during the year tmder review. It may be pointed 
out here that unproductive expenditure, or expendi- 
ture on works only remotely productive, continues to 
bear an abnormally large ratio to the wealth and 
resources of Japan. [tis true that a large part of 
such expenditure takes the form of wages paid within 
the Empire's own borders. The japanese wage- 
earner, however, probably saves at present very much 
less, even in proportion to the amount of his income, 
than the European and American worker, and but 
lutle of the large wage expenditure in connection 
with defence works, armaments, railways, &c , goes 
to form capital in ak! of production. Unde these 
circumstances the tendency to an excess of imports 
over exports and consequent drain of specie must 
continue to exist, and an adequate cash reserve can 
he maintained only at a sacrifice of ease in the money 
market, by prudent limitation of the Government 
bank note circulation and of credit facilities. The 
flotation of foreign leans can only afford temporary 
relief in this respect, and bearing in mind the im-

A continuous steady increase 
is taking place in the numbers and tonnage of vessels 
flying the Japanese flag, and the Japanese are show- 
unflagging zeal in the development of their mer- 
cantile marine. The leading steamship lines appear 
as usualto be in a flourshing condition, to judge 
from the reports presented to the shareholders and 
the dividends declared. The dividend of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, for example, was at the rate of 12 per 
cent. per annum for the second half of the last busi- 
ness year. 

Bxirish SuivrinG shows an increase of 133 vessels, 
499.559 tons, ascompared with 1899. The Peninsular 
and Oriental Steam Navigation Company have sold 
their two steamers which used to run between Hong- 
kong and Yokohama carrying passengers and cargo, | 
and, at tirhes, mails. The Aeseffa and Roedilla are 
now in Japanese hands, kt would appear as if the 
company had found themselves unable to compete 
with the heavily subsidised German, French, and 
Japanese mail lines, and had, in the meantime at least, 
abandoned a struggle which they had for some time 
carried on at a disadvantage and with little success. 

‘assengers wishing to travel home now by a british 
mail line must proceed first to Shanghai or Hong- 
kong, either by the “intermediate” vessels of the 
Peninsular and Oriental, or by vessels belonging. to 
some other line. It is reyretablé that the Diritish 
Mercantile Marine is not better represented in these 
water. An inquiry addressed to a passenger intend- 
ing to proceed to Borage wa india as to the line he 
will travel by elicits the almost invariable se 
“by German mail.” The Norddeutscher Lloyd con- 
tinues to own the most commeodious and best appoint- 
ed vessels on this route.

Immediately upon the receipt of the above telegram I address- 
ed to the Minister for Foreign Affairs a note on the subject of 
the Japanese Village Company's desire to take to the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition some "geisha" to appear in their representation 
of a Japanese village, at the same time recapitulating the facts 
touched upon in dispatch No.562 of May 20th. 

I further pointed out that the letters (from Congressman 
Ryan and others) which the Department, whilst assuming no respon- 


sibility, had authorized me to state were genuine, attested to 


the good standing and responsibility of the gentlemen connected 
with the Japanese Village Company,--who were understood to have 
guaranteed the propriety of the part to be taken by the Japanese 
subjects whose presence at the Exposition they desired, their 
proper treatment, and their return to Japan at the termination 
of the Exposition,—facts appearing in those letters. 

In closing, I communicated to the Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs the substance of your telegraphic instruction confirmed

This note was taken to the Foreign Office by the Second 


Secretary of Legation, who lent, for perusal, the copies of let- 


ters before referred to. 

The representative of Mr. Hashimoto, the Company's agent, 
called here, and was informed in order that he might act. 

In the reply which I have now received from the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs he states the following: 

"Some time ago the said Hashimoto applied to this Depart- 
"ment through the Governor of Tokio-Fu for the issue of pass- 
"ports to those *geisha' for the purpose of proceeding to Ameri- 
"ca, enclosing in the application a letter of the Director Gen- 
“eral of the Bufallo Exposition and other documents. In view 
"of the fact, however, that there have been a number of Japanese 
"women of low class who having gone abroad, but finding them- 
"selves at a loss what to do there, fell in with serious diffi- 
"“oulties, the Governor of Tokio-Fu was required to make full in- 

"quiries whether there be any need for entertaining such appre- 
"hension because of the status, profession and usual conduct of 
"the ‘geisha', who proposed to accompany the said Hashimoto, and 
"and as the result of such investigations the said Governor was 
"instructed to counsel those ‘geisha’ so as to cause them to 
"forsake their idea of going abroad. 

"Under these circumstances, I regret to state that I am 
"constrained to think that no further consideration can be given 
"to the subject of Your Excellency’s note under reply.*

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of the Departe 
ment's instruction No.349 of May 27th last, calling for a ful- 
ler report upon the subject of the China and Japan Trading Co's. 
protest againdt the making of land and the erection of a builde 
ing by the Japanese authorities in front of Frontage Lot No.4 
Oura, Nagasaki. 

Upon the receipt of the above instruction I directed our 
consul at Nagasaki to make a full report of the facts and of the 
Company's position, together with a map or diagram showing the 
causes of complaint. A copy of my instruction is enclosed. 

Mr. Harris now replies that when he desired the Company to 
furnish him with the information they instead requested in writ- 
ing that for the present no further proceeding be taken in the 
matter. A copy of Mr. Harris's last communication, including 
the Company's letter just mentioned, is herewith. 

Thus, regarding this case, no fuller information than befor¢é. 
seems to be forthcoming. : 

The present case, whether or not it is one of any real im- 
portance, may be of some interest as involving the general ques- 
tion of whether "Freantage Lots" in the former Settlements have, 
in virtue of that designation, permanent rights to any special 
privileges. 

Since Frontage Lots convey no rights to landing privileges, 
such advantages as they may by right have would seem to resolve 


themselves into general considerations of view and of the agree- 
ableness 


ableness of facing the sea. 

At Yokohama, Kobe, and Nagasaki hills rise at no great dis- 
tance back of the waterfront, thus limiting the space best ad- 
apted to the business purposes of the ports. With the growth 
of those cities and the expansion of their business it is not un~ 
likely that in the course of some years it may be desired, at any 
of those places, to enlarge the business neighborhood by reclain- 
ing land in front of the present waterfront. There is there- 
fore a possibility of this question's coming up in the future 
on a large scale. 

I know of no special bases for a decision upon the princi- 
ple involved in these questions other than interpretations, in 
the light of the new treaties, of the forms of the various sets 
of leases and of the regulations under which they were made, all 
of which materials are, of course, in the Department's possessiov. 

Up to the present the only other instance of this question's 
having actually arisen in one of the Settlements is, so far as 
I have been able to learn, that mentioned in the dispatch of 
April 27th,—the case of a British firm in Yokohama. 

The same British firm, who hold the lot next to the premi- 
ses of the China and Japan Trading Co. at Nagasaki, protested in 
the recent instance; but they were not, I understand, strongly 
sustained by their Government. 

Some years ago the Japanese Government permitted a boat- 


ing club at Yokohama to build a boat-house in front of the Bund, 


or waterfront roadway. The objections of those holding the fronti- 


age lots affected were, however, amicably met by the boating 
club's putting a low roof on their building, so as not to intere 
fere greatly with the view. 

The original protest of the China and Japan Trading Co. was

One of the officials of the Foreign Office called here the 
other day and spoke at considerable length, quite informally, 
about the troubles which men in the employ of the Yokohama Specié 
Bank, Limited, had had with the immigration authorities at San 
Francisco and at Honolulu in endeavoring to land at those ports 
to take up their duties at that bank's branch offices,—they hav=- 
ing in both instances been considered, at first, as coming under 
the provisions of our laws debarring contract labor. 

The official, Mr. Miyaoka, Chief of the Bureau des Conten- 
tieux, stated that the first case, at San Francisco, had been 
arranged, after the man had been put to great inconvenience dur- 
ing many days; and that the second case, that at Honolulu, where 
the man was not permitted to land and had to go on to San Frane 
cisco, was being laid before the Department by the Japanese Lega- 
tion at Washington. 

I gathered that the Foreign Office emphasizeéthe point that 
such men are not employed and sent especially for service in Am- 
erica, but are in the general employ of the bank, a corporation 
whose practice it is, in the ordinary gourse of business, to 
transfer from time to time regularly employed members of their 
clerical or secretarial staff from one of their offices or agen- 
cies to another. 

Mr. Miyaoka said, in effect, that they were not aware that 
Section 1 of the Act of February 26, 1885, was interpreted in 
such a way as to include among those debarred as contract labor=- 4 
ers men of a status (that of employes regularly retained, irre= 4 
spective of where they might be sent) such as the status of the 4 i 
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-2- 
employes of the Yokohama Specie Bank in question. He implied 
that such an interpretation, if carried out, would equally embar- 
rass all foreign firms, of whatever nationality, doing business 
in the United States. 

Mr. Miyaoka likewise touched upon the idea of these men's 
being professional and hence, (under Section 5 of the Act of 
March 3, 1891), not liable to exclusion; and also, upon their 
eligibility to be considered as secretaries or servants, and so 
exempt (under Section 5 of the Act of February 26, 1885). 

The immediate purpose of Mr. Miyaoka's visit was to request 
a letter of introduction to the Commissioner of Immigration at 
San Francisco for a Mr. Keitaro Morimoto of the YokohamsSpecie 
Bank, who is to be transferred from their head office in Yokoha- 
ma to their branch office in New York. I wrote a few lines as 
desired, in the hope of minimizing the inconvenience to which 
Mr. Morimoto might be exposed. 

The cause of these troubles seems to have been that the 
bank's employes, expecting no difficulty, have by careless ane 
swers to the immigration authorities put their own positions in 
an unfavorable light; and also, it may be, that those who exam- 
ined them, perhaps unaccustomed to be called upon to consider 
fine distinctions of the Contract Labor Law, have been hasty in 
their adverse decisions,—through inadvertence or because of a 
habitual point of view towards Asiatic People. 

National pride enters largely into Japanese character and 
makes the Japanese people sensitive and resentful of anything 
like a general discrimination against them as Asiatics,-—most 
especially if it is against their countrymen of a good class. 


_— There appears no doubt that the Japanese Government appre- «= — 
ciate the propriety, for political, social, or economical co! - 
erations, of reasonable restrictions upon immigration; yet TI 


think they attribute the above incidents, like last year's dif- 

ficulties about the sanitary regulations, to a prejudicial effect 4 
of racial feeling upon their enjoyment of rights which they have - 
vy treaty. = a 
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For these reasons the treatment Japanese received last year 


under sanitary regulations at San Francisco and in Colorado, and 


the experiences of these employes of the Yokohama Specie Bank 
this year are occurrences of a kind likely to cause feelings of 
irritation, pique, and resentment on the part of the Government 
and people; and are therefore against American interests. 

As it seems unfortunate that from any unprofitable or un- 
necessary causes these unpleasant incidents should occur, and 
thinking that perhaps something could be done to prevent them 
in the future, I have ventured to go into this subject, and to 
point out that it is one which does not fail to make an impres- 
sion here.

In a memorandum which His Excellency A. E. Buck, Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States 
was good enough to address to His Imperial Japanese Majesty's 
Minister for Foreign Affairs on the 22nd instant, he refers to 
a statute of the United States which extends to foreign vessels 
of war, under certain circumstances, the privilege of purchasing 
supplies in the ports of the United States free of duty, and 
also to certain stipulation which was contained in the Treaty of 
1858 between Japan and the United States. In that memorandum 
Colonel Buck suggests the advisability of concluding an agree- 
ment between Japa” and the United States, which will enable the 
war-vessels of one of the two countries to transfer, or tempor- 
urily land and store, supplies for their use, in the ports of the 
other free of duty. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs has the honor to state in 
reply that the Customs Laws of the Empire do not permit exemption 
from duty being extended to the supplies for the use of foreign 
war-vessels. It is therefore regretted that the Imperial Gov- 
ernment are not prepared for the present at least to meet the 
proposal for concluding a special agreement be@tweem Japan and 
the United States which would, irrespective of the Customs Laws

I have the honor to confirm my telegram of yesterday the 
I8sth instant as follows: 

" Very great indignation expressed here by all classes in 
consequence of the alledged outrage on Japanese lady passengers 
going to the United States on the America Maru, committed by 
quarantine Inspector at Honolulu, July 25th". 

"Buck". 

The report is of such an agravated character as to make a 
profound sensation. This is true in respect to all classes, in- 
cluding Government officials and foreigners of all nationalit- 
ies. 

I was informed on Saturday the I7th instant, by His Excel- 
lency, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, with whom I had a short 
and informal conversation upon the subject, that he had just 
then received an official report upon the matter from the Jap- 
anese Consul at Honolulu, which he had not yet considered and 
that he was not prepared then to discuss the matter, but that 
in a very few days I should be officially advised of the con- 
tents of the report to be accompanied by a note to me, or be «. 
embodied in a note. 


As an illustration of the prevaling sentiment I inclose 


cuttings from the Daily Mail of the I6th and I7th instants,from _ 


the Japan Times of the I7th instant and a translation of an ar- 
ticle appearing in the Yorozu Choho, a Japanese daily paper of 
the

the 15th instant. The last named is a sensational newspaper of 


very large circulation among the common people. The Times is,. 


also, a Japanese paper published in english and influential. 


these two papers are fair samples of the most radical and con- 
servative Japanese newspapers, all of which have had more or 
less sensational articles discussing the Honolulu affair. Sime 
ilar position as is. taken by the Japan Mail is, also, taken by 
the other newspapers published by foreigners. 

Unless prompt action is taken disavowing the conduct of 
the Quarantine officer in his peculiar method of examination of 
Japanese ladies,-Cabin passengers;+, and discrimination between 
them and other ladies, and dismissing him from the servoce, dis- 
ugreeable consequences will probobly Fesult, provided, of course 
that the alledged outrage is confirmed by the report of the Jap- 
anese Consul at Honolulu, which will soon be known.

A DISGRACEFUL AFFAIR. 


A most disgraceful affair is reported from 
Hawaii by .Tokyo journals. It . appears 
that when the America Maru arrived at 
Honolulu on the 25th of July, a Chinese 
passenger in the st e was found to be 
suffering from rest. ship having been 
placed in quaranti#.and the patient remov- 
ed, an examination of the passengers was 
made by the health officials. In the case of 
the white passengers, the physicians merely 
looked at the face and tongue, but their 
treatment of the Japanese passengers was 
very different. Among the latter there were 
three ladies, one married and two unmarried, 
in the saloon, and fourteen or fifteen in the 
steerage. The ladies in the saloon wefe 
cahidn tae the doctors into separate rooms and 
there subjected to treatment which, unless 
the facts are greatly exaggerated, should 
lead to the criminal punishment of these so- 
called officials. We refrain from giving 
names or details. It is enough to say that 
such a method of examination can not for a 
moment be called professional. The women 
in the steerage appear to have been treat- 
ed with equal brutality, but their suffer-. 
ings have not aroused the same amount 
of indignation. We trust that the Japa- 
nese authorities will not be induced to 
condone this matter in any way. It is 
probable that the newspaper reports are 
exaggerated, but even after the utmost

THE HAWAIIAN OUTRAGE. 


Tokyo journals write in scathing terms 
about the alleged outrage committed by 
Hawaiian sanitary officers at the examina- 
tion of mg ladies, pasengers by the 
America It appears, howéver, that 
one of the ladies, Mrs. Okabe, wife of the 
Japanese Assistant-Consul in Hawaii, though 
at first she shared the indignation of her 
fellow-passengers, subsequently changed her 
view, and maintained that the sanitary 
officials had not exceeded theirduty. If that 
be a fact, it will greatly weaken the Japanese 
case. But the main question will remain, 


were the Japanese Foor subjected to 
an examination di process from 
that pursued with aan to the foreign pas- 
sengers. It may be urged, not unreason-— 
ably, by the sanitary authoritics that since | 
Asiatics are more vulnerable to the plague 
virus than Europeans or Americans, a differ- 
ent form of examination is justifiable and 
even necessary. But such an examination 
as that said to have been conducted 
could not have been necessary under 
any circumstances. No physician would 
have ventured to adopt such procedure 
in the case of an American or European 
lady. What makes the matter worse is 
that the Hawaiian officials appear to have ad- 
mitted that they confounded steerage with 
first-class passengers, and that had they re- 
cognised that ladies were in question, they 
would have treated them differently. That 
is an interesting admission intruth. Do the 
Hawaiian officers imagine that because a 
Japanese woman travels in the steerage, 
she has parted. with her modesty and 
become a fitting subject for gross out- 
rage? What is improper in the case 
of a first-class passenger is equally im- 
en in the case of a steerage passenger. 
f any such explanation has been offered, the 
officials stand self-condemned. But it may 
turn out that the incident has been: greatly 

ted. No official report has yet been 
received, and its absence goes to indicate 
that cardinal importance was not attached 
to the affair by the Japahese Consul in 
Honolulu:

On the 26th the facts were more minutely investigated; 
but as it was nearly time for the ship to sail from the port, 
there was not time enough for full communications, and as they 
heard that some fifteen rapanese girls among the steereze 
passengers had been treated in an even more horrible way,-- 
which fact would be more fully know when they were released 
from the quarahtine office where they were detained at the 
time,--the residents had the ladies make affidavit of what 
they had experienced, These affidavits , as there was no . 
time left for calling in a public notary, were certified by 
Consul Saite. The America Maru left the port at 10 a.m.. 


The aforesaid afidavits read as follows:-- 


"We Stopped at Honolulu at noon on the 25th inst. on our 
way to America, on Board the America Maru, having embarked 
on the 16th of July 1901, for the purpose of going te the 
Rombard College, Illinois, At 2 p.m, a quarantine doctor 
came in and told us, the first class passengers, to come to 
the dining reom. There the Buropeans and Americans were al- 
\..: to go to the deck aftere simply mnoenring to their names 
but the Japanese and the Chinese were detained. The Japanese 
ladies were ushered into another room (without being given 
any reason at all) and were suddenly told to undergo a sanita- 
ry examination. We asked what was the necessity of such an

Referring to my dispatch No. 577 of date of the 19th ins- 
tant respecting the alledged misconduct of the Sanitary Inspec- 
tor at Honolulu on the 25th ultimo, in the examination of Japan- 
ese ladiés,Cabin passengers, on the S. S. America Maru, where- 
in they were subjected to a very humiliating and different cour- 
se of treatment than other lady cabin passengers, I have the 
honor to transmit herewith a copy of the report and enc!osures 
of the Japanese Consul at Honolulu, concerning the incident (Mar- 
ked A.),which report has been furnished me from the Japanese 
Foreign Office unaccompanied by any official communication. 

I am informed by an official of the Foreign Office that 
the report in substance, if not in detail,has been telegraphed 
to the Japanese Minister in Washington with instructions of an 
urgent character. 

‘There seems to be more importance attached,by the Japanese 


Government and people,to the fact of discrimination against 


their people,than to the humiliating treatment thi ladies in be} 


this case. As a calm: expression of the Japanese view in this 
respect, I enclose a translation copy of an article taken from 

the Kokumin Shimbun of date of the 18th instant (Marked B.). 

This is a conservative newspaper of large circulation and has 
always expressed very friendly sentiments in all its references 

to the United States and Americans. Its Chief-Editor is a mem- — 
ber of the"Friends of America"Society, which inaugurated and ) 


carried out the work of erecting a monument in commencraiiiins of 


the comming of Commodore Perry.

It is to be regretted, especially so at this time,that so 
toon after the cermonies connected with the unvetling of the 
berry Monument, when the most friendly and cordial relations be- 
ween the peoples of the two countries were so pronounced, that 
uch an unhappy incident at Honolulu should occur to stir up 
sich bitter feelings of resentment. 
In consideration of previous discrimination against high

It seems to be the fact that a very large proportion of 
gir people on the Pacific Coast regard Japanese and Chinese as 
inferior peoples of the same status, to be treated alike and 
there seems to be a growing sentiment there, as is doubtless 
well known to the Department, that the Japanese should be in- 
cluded in an exclusion act with the Chinese, of which sentiment 
there would seem to be no justification.

His Imperial Majesty's Acting Consul General at Honolulu 
nas reported to the Minister for Foreian Affairs, under date 
of July 31st, 1901, the following of discrimination in the 
matter of sanitary inspection which was practised against the 
Japanese passengers and crew of the Toyo Kisen Kwaisha’s 5.5. 
‘america Maru® upon her arrival at Honolulu from Yokohama on 
July 25th. 

Among her cabin passengers, numbering 67 or 68 in all, 
there were three Japanese gentlemen and four Japanese ladies, 
including Mr. Okabe Saburo, H.I.M.*s Eleve-Consul to be at- 
tached to the Consulate-General at Honolulu, his wife, Mrs. 
Okabe, and her attendant. The remaining cabin passengers 
were all of Buropean or American nationality with the excep- 
tion of one Chinese. 

The following statement, which was personally made by 
Mr. Okabe, shows that racial distinction was practised by the 
United States quarantine officers at Honolulu in the sanitary 
inspection of the passengers and Grew of the “America Maru’ 
and that the Japanese on board and more especially the Japanr 
ese ladies, were subjected to a physical examination of an 
unusual indelicate and humiliating character from which the 


American and Buropean passengers and crew were wholly exempt.

lulu, she was boarded by the quarantine officers who at once 
proceeded to the examination of the second class and steerage 
passengers and crewi When this was completed the inspection 
of the cabin passengers was begun.

Since the late recrudescense of bubonic plague in the 
Orient, the glandular regions of the passengers and crews on 3 
vessels bound for and returning from the Orient have been care- a 
fully examined as part of the routine inspection. Although, 4 
usually, the officers on board all Oriental vessels line up 
all paSsengers on the deck, men, and women alike, it has been 
my unvarying custom to have the women removed from the man 
and taken to a state-room below where the examination is con- 
ducted in the presence of either their husband or other women 
passengers, this being done to avoid any offence to personal 
privacy or propriety. Disrobing is never required as the 
examination can be satisfactorily performed through the 
clothing. 

Now, with particular reference to the case of the °Ame- 
rica Maru®. Having finished with the examination of the . 
crew, Asiatic and European steerage I was about to proceed . 
with the inspection of the Sabin passengers. Reing fully 
cogni sant of the paéssibilities of infection of the other pas- 


Sengers, I was made highly ives by the discovery of the 
case of the Chinese passenger aboard with a bubo whose natu y

was feared to be plague. Therefore, as I passed you on the 
deck I asked: "Shall I now take the cabin also?* My meaning 
was: “Shall I proceed with the cabin in like manner?® though 
in the abstraction and business which was upon my mind, I 


hastily put the question in what I now perceive to have been 


indefinite language. For in our subsequent conversations 


| have learned that your understanding of my question was: 
‘Shall I or shall I-not inspect the cabin passengers?" It 
will therefore be evident, sir, that no discrimination or

burg, the Boarding Officer who examined the first cabin passen- 
gers on the-Occasion referred to which letter gives the circum- 
stances under which the mistake was made. 

It will be seen now that the matter has been thoroughly 
gone into that the alledged discrimination and discourtesy crew 
out of an order given some time ago to examine all steerage 
Japanese and Chinese women below, said order referrdihg simply 
to the steerage but wrongly understood to include all Japanese 
and Chinese on the ship. And on the day referred to on account 
of the then possible case of plague on board, the fact that 
my order to proceed with the inspection of the cabin was con- 
strued to mean that the said inspection should be made as in 
the case of steerage. passencers. 

The blame then, if there is any, rests on this office in 
general, and not on the steamship people as the usual mistakes 
in the segregation of passengers was not the cause of this par- 
ticular trouble. 

This office has then to apologize to Mr. and Mrs. Okabe,

The Quarantine Trouble at Hawaii. 
(August 18th 1901) 
Kokwmin Shimbun 

The rapanese residents are trying to make a strong pro- 
tast in connection with the insult inflicted upon the Japanese 
at Hawaii. Since the facts were conveyed to this country 
they have attracted the attention of the people, and have 
become a topic of general discussion in the press world. We 
were all along angry with the unlawfulness of the measures 
taken by the American quarantine doctors, but we thought 
such things must be thoroughly investigated before any conclu 
sion i8 arrived et. The result of the thorough investigation 
shows us the fellowing facts, which we profowdly regret to 
have to discuss here. 

When the America Maru entered Honolulu on the 25th of 
July, it was subjected to a sanitary * examination of the 
American quarantine officers, as there was a doubtful case of 
pest among the steerage passengers, The officers examined + 
the steerage passengers by inspecting their arm-pits and the 
crotches of their legs. As to the first class passengers 
the Buropeans and § the Americans were allowed to pass the 
Saloon after simply answering to their names. But a special 
examination was exercised on the Japanese first class passen- 
gers. 

First Vice- Consul Okabe and then several other 
Japanese passengers were exemined on the déck, their bodies 
being felt by the doctors in the course of the examination. 
The Japanese were not content with this special treatment, 
but as the Vice Consul accepted it, they followed his exemple 
without saying anything. Then the wife of the Viee- Consul

end three other ladies were ushered into a room lighted with 


slectricity, and one by one were told to loosen their clothes 
and stand before a wall, There the doctors examined then by 
feeling their arm-pits and the crotches of their legs. 

Why was a distinction made between the Japanese and the 
Whites? Why did the ladies undergo a special examination in: 
a separate room? The principal questions lie there. The 
facts given above are certified by the communi cations through 
Vice-Consul Tanabe between Consul Saite and Dr, Coffer, Chief 
of the Quarantine Officers. Dr. Coffer attributed the oute: ad 
rage in question to the misunderstanding of his order on the 
part of his subordinates, and sent an apology with a detailed 
note by Drs Glenburg on the 30th of July. According to the 
Doctor's note the order to examine the Japanese steerage pas- 
sengers strictty was misunderstood by him and applied to the 
Japanese in general. This note proves that even the Chief 
of the AmericanQuarantine Officers recognized the fact that a 
distinction was made between the Japanese and the Whites, and 
a Special examination was exercised on the Japanese. 

Why did the American quarantine officers give the Japan- 
ese a Special treatment and exsreise a special quarantine | 
examination? This is the question which we must ask for the 
sake of the honor of our Bupire and Nation, We shall never 
be satisfied until a clear explanation is given to the ques- 
tion. We believe that we should not be satisfied with the 
apologyof the quarantine doctor, which says that the special 
treatment of the Japanese has been based on a misunderstanding 
on the part of the officers; because one’s common sense 
would convince one that there is no reason why the first class 
passengers should be divided into Westemers and Japenese, t 


V6" Genen Sense — the existence of such misconception. 

Some may wonder why the Japanese ladies did not raise 
any objection to such an illegal and improper treatment when 
they were to be subjected to it. But this, though it sounds 
reasonable, is not a proper reproach to the weaker Sex-~-es- 
pecially to the Japanese ladies who ere modest, obedient and 
full of the spirit of conformation, 

What we cannot help regretting is that Vice-Consul Okabe 
who was on the same vessel made no protest when the Japanese 
ladies were treated in such a way. His excuse is that such 
was his first experience and 80 that he thought it was a cust, 
tom peculiar to Hawaii, At any rate it is a preat pity that 
a special treatment to the Japanese ladies could not be prewn 
vented by the timely interferenceof Mr, Okabe. We, “the Tes 
Japanese people, shall not pass over such a fact No doubt 
our Government will take a proper Step not to leave a bad 
effect in future. 

Hitherto the conduct of the Hawaii Government towards 
the Japanese residents appears to have been destitute of 
friendly good will. A short time ago they burned down the 
houses of the residents; and this time they treated the 
japanese so insultinglyi This is perhaps because the real ~*' 
will of the great Republic onthe other side of the Pacific 
1s misrepresented by the Hawaii Government. We should not 
entertain a slightest misgiving towards the United States on 
account of the trouble of this time. We believe that the Tx 
washington Government will take a proper measure on this sub- 


ject , not to mar the friendship existing between Japan and | 
the United States, 


Now that it is a know fact that the American quarentin

Art. L—The word mining iu this law embraces 
all auch undertakings as prospecting for and 
mining mineral ores and all operations ancillary 
thereto.

'perty of the State.

Gold ore (gold dast excepted), silver ore,

I have the honor to report that Marquis Ito is about to 
visit the United States. He will take passage on the stean- 
ship "“Kago Maru" which is to sail from Yokohama on the 18th 
instant. : 

The Marquis called upon me yesterday and informed me of 
his proposed visit, but did not disclose his objects in making 
it further than that it was for the benefit of his health. 

From what I have gathered from various sources it seems to 
be the desire of the Japanese Government that the United States 
and some other Powers cooperate with Japan in securing a peaceé- 
ful and satisfactory solution of all irritating questions con- 


cerning Manchuria, and that this desire,-- I might say hope --, 


so far as it relates to the United States, seems to be based on 


the commercial interests of the two countries in that province 
being the same. Considering this desire of the Japanese Goy- 
ernment I think it not improbable that the Marquis’ visit is, 
in part at least, to sound the United States Government upon 
that subject. 

It is quite evident that Japan desires to avoid a collis- 
ion with Russia over differences about Manchuria and Korea and 
will do all that may be practicable to prevent it. Hence in t 
the interests of peace and commerce in the Far East, it seems 


that she desires that certain Powers will unite upon some gener- 


al policy that the possibility of@ a conflict at arms concerning 


the status of any portion of the Chinese Empire may be removed 
and the integrity of the Empire maintained.

I have the honor to inform you that an Imperial Ordinance 
regulating matters relating to rights of perpetual lease was 
promulgated on the 2lst of last month. 

This Ordinance was referred to in dispatch No.550 of April 
lst as likely soon to appear, supplementary to the on law a 
translation of which accompanied that dispatch; but the issu- 
ance of the Ordinance and Regulations was delayed by a change of 
cabinet. 

It will be observed that there is no pronouncement in the 
Ordinance or Regulations respecting the tax on buildings erected 
upon property held under leases in perpetuity; and it is sup- 
posed that the Japanese Government will continue to hold that 
the matter of such tax is not covered by treaty stipulations, 
and will continue to adhere to the law and regulations under 
which that tax is to be levied, notwithstanding the opposition 
made by Great Britain, Germany, and France. 

I have the honor to enclose herewith a clipping from the 
Japan Mail of September 27th, which contains the law and a cor- 
rect translation of the Ordinance and Regulations.

His Imperial Majesty has been pleased to sanction and to 
order to be promulgated, the law relating to leases in perpetui- 
ty granted to foreigners, which received the consent of the Diet 
in its last session. His Majesty has also caused two Imperial 
Ordinances to be issued in aid of the law, and Departmental Ore 
dinances and Notifications, in execution both of the law and the 
Imperial Ordinances, have been issued. 

I hav@“the honor to refer Your Excellency for the full text 


of these several enactments to the Official Gazette of the 2lst 


ultimo. 

These measures were conceived in a spirit-of conciliation 
and I venture to hope that Your Excellency will find it possible 
to agree with me that they furnish a just and equitable solution 
of the several questions which have been raised respecting pers 


petual leases. 


I should, however, point out that the enactments referred 


to, do not have the effect of exempting the buildings standing 

on land held by foreigners under perpetual leases, from the taxes 
and registration fees which are leviable in respect of other 
buildings; neither do they relieve foreigners from the obliga- 
tion to pay income taxes in respect of incomes derived from 
property helé@ under such leases 


The Government of His Imperial Majesty, have given the most 
careful 


o8- 
areful cinsideration to the observations which several of the 
oreign Representatives have been pleased to address to them on 
he subject, and, although anxious to meet as far as possible 
ne views oftthe interested Powers an this, no less than on other 
ranches of the question, they have been unable, I regret to say, 
o bring themselves to the conclusion that the provisions of 
ne Treaties now in force exempting property held under perpet- 
ial leases from taxation, have the extended meaning which has 
een claimed for them. 

The Imperial Government experience no difficulty in admite 
ting the wide significance of the word "property" which appears 
in the Conventional stipulations referred to, and which is chief- 
ly responsible for the issue which has been raised. The word 
is meneric in its nature and when used in its generic sense it 
comprises everything, movable as well as immovable that is sus- 
ceptible of individual appropriation and exclusive enjoyment. 

But in the context in which it is employed in the Treaties, the 
term is subject to a controlling qualitative limitation. 

That limitation specifically restricts the quarantee against 
taxation, to property held under leases in perpetuity. The pro~- 
perty held under perpetual leases is, in the opinion of the Im- 
perial Government, necessarily limited to the property granted 
by those leases, for it seems clear to them that no property 
not actually granted by the leases can be held under the leases. 

By reference to the leases and the arrangements of an In- 
ternational character under which the leases were issued, it 


will be found that the property granted by the leases was exclu- 


Sively land. The buildings standing on the leased, land formed 


no part of the granted property. On the contrary they have, 
without exception, been erected since the leases were issued, 
and, equally without exception, are the absolute property of the 
lessees. 

The Imperial Government have drawn from this chain of cire 


cumstances what seems to them to be the natural and inevitable 
conclusion , 


aZe 

eonclusion that the buildings standing on the leased land, not 

neen included in the original grants and being still 
eld wholly independently of those grants, cannot be said to be 
neld under the leases in question, and are, therefore, outside 
the purview of the Cinventional engagements exempting property 
held under such leases from taxation. Nor is if perceived how 
it would be possible to bring suc’ buildings within the scopé of 
those engagements, unless it be assumed, in contradiction of 
actual facts, that they equally with the land, belong $o the Ime 
perial Government and that they actually form a part of the prop— 
erty granted by the leases. 

If the contention of the Imperial Government are correct, 
it follows as a necessary corollary that the buildings in ques- 
tion are subject in all respects to the revenue laws of the 
Empire. They are, by treaty cuaranteed national and most favor- 
ed nation treatment in the matter of taxation and the Imperial 
Government are prepared to assert that the taxes imposed are 
neither discriminatory nor excessive. 

The Imperial Government find it equally impossible to ree 
concile their convictions with the claims which have been made 
respecting the applicability of the income tax law to incomes 
flowing from property held by foreigners under leages in perpetu- 


itv. ¥ 


The tax in question is limited to actual ingles. In no 


cases is it applicable to sources of income. It is in its ine 
cidence and attributes essentially a personal and not a srepete 
ty tax, and the Imperial Government are unable to pursuade them- 
selves that the general imposition of that tax, contravenes to 
any extent the provisions of existing Treaties, which exempt 
property held by foreigners under leases in perpetuity from tax- 
ation. 

Many foreigners have voluntarily paid both the building and 
income taxes. Others, however, knowing that the question was 3 
under consideration have delayed action.

The Department was established in April 1881, when it 
managed business relating to agriculture, commerce, industry, 
fishery, forestry, inventions, trade marks, communications 
and shipping. In December 1885 the Department of Communica- 
tions was established and business relating to communications 
and shipping was transferred to that Department. In the same 
month of the same year the Department of Industry was abolished 
and business relating to mining which had been managed by the 


said Department was transferred to this Department.

In this Department business relating to agriculture,

Exchanges (present number of which is 86) and Insurance 
Companies (domestic, 66, and foreign, 57) are under the direct 
supervision of this Department. They are, in accordance with 
the provisions of special laws, made to obtain permission from 
the Department, and to make reports to it; and at times 
officials are sent to examine their actual standing. 

There are 58 Chambers of Commerce of which the establish- 
ment as public organs is sanctioned in order to cause them to 
discuss the means necessary for the development of commerce and 


industry and for the prevention of their retrogression; and ~* 


the Co-operations of the Fellow-businessmen of ymportant Pro- 


ducts (numbering 346) of whi ch the establishment is sanctioned 
for the sake of correcting the drawbacks and increasing the 
profits of the business concerning the manufacture and sale of 
important products, These two are also supervised by the De- 
partment according to special laws. 

The business of transportation both by land and water is 
managed by the Department of Communications and has nothing to 
do with this Department. 


There is no special regulation or protection for laborers. 
A future scheme for administration with reference to them is 


now in course of investigation by specially appointed officials 


in the Department.

The matters relating to taxes are solely managed by the 


Department of Finance, This Department has nothing to do with 


them except sometimes proposing opinions to the Department of

Referring to my dispatch No.85 of date January 17th, 1895, 
in respect to the necessity of a heating apparatus for the lega- 
tion, and of a fire-proof vault for the security of the records, 
in reply to which I was advised by Instruction No.90 of date 
February llth, 1698, that my dispatch had been referred with in- 
closure ( plans and specifications) to the appropriate comnit- 
tees of Congress, with a recommendation that an appropriation be 
made, no action having-been taken by Congress, I have the honor 
to renew my application for an appropriation for the purposes 
therein stated; also for an appropriation for expenses of im- 
provements of the grounds of the compound, and also for repairs, 
or rather, for reconstruction, practically, of the stable. 

In consideration of the increased price of a hot water heat- 
ing apparatus in the United States, as I am informed, and of the 
advanced price of labor here, the amount required for the plant, 
freight, and putting it in, and making connection with the city 
water main laid in the street passing the legation will be con- 
siderably greater,--about $2500. instead of $1960., as estimated 
in January 1898. 

The cost of the vault then estimated at $1000., in consi- 
deration of the advance in price of labor and material would now 
be some $1200. 

Respecting the improvement of the grounds, I think this is. 
necessary to be done by planting trees and shrubbery and by such 


landscape gardening as will make them compare more favorably 


with the beautiful grounds of other legations. The appearance

afin 

of the compound now is not creditable; we suffer creatly in 
comparison hecause of their indifferent condition, as we do also 
for want of better legation buildings. Beautifying the grounds 
will compensate somewhat for the shabby appearance and bad loca- 
tion of our main buildine. I think fully $1000, should be ap- 
propriated for this improvement. 

There is an immediate necessity for an appropriation for 
extensive repairs of the stable. It is a very old wooden buile- 
ling with tile roof and is now very much dilapidated. The roof, 
floor and some other parts must be made anew. Temporary re- 
pairs have been made from time to time, but have proved to be 
of no lasting henefit. The building being hbevond ordinary re- 
pair, it will require fully $1000. to do the work upon it neces- 


Sary to be done. 


Despairing of getting an appropriation for new buildings,

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NOTES ON THE SOLE REASON GIVEN BY THE JAPANESE GOVERNMENT FOR 
INSISTING ON ITS CONTENTION THAT BUILDINGS ARE NOT INCLUDED 
IN THE WORD “PROPERTY” AS IT OCCURS IN THE TREATY. 


1.—In some of the earlier grants of perpetual leases the Japanese Government inserted, as a 
condition of the grant, the requirement that houses should be erected on the land. 


2.—In Yokohama the Conventions governing these land grants contain a provision, inserted by the 
Japanese, that in case of failure to pay the annual grount-rent reserved, the land and buildings on it shall 


revert to the Japanese Government. 


3.—When the text of the new treaties was officially promulgated in Japanese by the Japanese 
Foreign Office, immediately after their negotiation, the equivalent used by them for the word “ property” 
was the word “ fudosan,” which is defined by the Japanese Civil Code as “land and things fixed thereto.” 
The Civil Code now in force provides that the word “ fudosan” includes land and all accessories attached 
to it by the same owner. The Act recently passed by the Japanese Diet, in Art. 1, states that the holders 


of these Perpetual Leases have all the rights of ownershap. 


4.—The Government of Great Britain has officially informed the Japanese Government that under 
its legal interpretation the word “ property ” includes, with the land, the buildings on it, and that the word 
as used in this treaty is to be so construed. The Government of France has notified the Japanese Govern- 
ment that it places the same construction on the word “ propriétés”’ in its treaty. 


The Government of Germany, it is understood, has made, in effect, the same announcement. 


While the Government of the United States has, for reasons of courtesy and fairness, refrained from 
making any announcement of its views pending the statement of a position by the Government of Japan, it 


is well-known that its views as to the inclusive force of the word “ property ” in its treaty are similar to the 
views expressed by the Government of Great Britain. 


(a) It has been supposed that, in construing a treaty, it is proper to attempt, on broad lines, to discover 
the purposes and understanding which were uppermost in the minds of the negotiators at the time that the 
treaty was made and concluded, giving full weight to the established custom and usage, to admitted history, 
and to all circumstances which surrounded the subject matter of the treaty and which led to its negotiation, 
If this course were followed in the present case no doubt could be entertained as to the fact that houses 
attached to the granted lands had been treated as a part of the lagds for all purposes, and that that under- 


standing was accepted and acted upon by all the negotiators, (both Japanese and Foreign) who took part 
in the negotiation of the treaties that Japan has made. 


f ry, The diplomatic note recently issued by the Japanese Government indicates clearly, however, that 
that Government does not wish to follow this broad and fair rule of interpretation, but wishes, rather, to 
confine the discussion to the strictly technical meaning of a phrase and a reference in the foreign text (sole 
official text) of the treaties, the force of which, as authoritatively given by the foreign Governments, in 
whose language the treaties were drawn and concluded, they do not understand, or do not wish to under- 
stand. It is, narrowly, insisted by the Japanese, in their recent diplomatic announcement, that the reference 
made in the treaties to properties, textually includes only the naked property as it existed at the time of 
the grant, and that, since, at the time of the grant, there were no houses on the land, houses which had 
been attached to the land cannot be included with it to make up the properties as they had been held, and 
as they had been referred to in the treaties. They wish to give to the word “ property” the narrow meaning 
of the naked land stripped of all of its fixtures and improvements, which the intent of the land grants and 
custom and usage had attached to it. They forget that the status of the property to be considered is not its 


status at the time of the making of the grants (covering a period running back about forty years), but is its 
status at the time of the making of the treaties. 


( C/ The paragraph to which the Japanese note refers as supporting its technical contention indicates, in 
its opening phrase, the time which the negotiators selected for establishing the status and component 
character of the properties that they referred to: it reads as follows :—* When such incorporation tabes place, 
existing leases in perpetuity by virtue of which property is now held in the Settlements shall be confirmed, 
and no conditions whatever other than those contained in such existing leases shall be imposed in respect 
of such property.” 


(a) 


The first treaty making this provision was negotiated in 1894, and all treaties took effect in 1899. 
The first phrase of the above quotation fixes the time at which the property, included in its provisions, is to 
be determined as the time of the taking effect of the treaties (1899) ; the second phrase refers to the property 
“which is now held under the leases,” (1894). There is no room left, even on the most narrow technical 
onstruction of the treaties, for the supposition that the negotiators meant to strip their reference down to 
the naked land of the original grants, which were, in many cases, about forty years old at the time of their 


discussion. 


(¢/ At the time of the making of the treaties, and at the time of their taking effect, these properties were, 
unquestionably, held under exterritorial law, which fully recognized, not only on established legal principle, 


hut by official records, that the properties were, unless divided by specific contract, held as solid properties, 
including land and its fixtures and improvements. 


( : f J It is undoubtedly true that the treaty should be construed, in its reference to these properties, accord- 
ing to the law of the exterritorial jurisdiction in force and applicable at the time that the treaty was made, 
with due respect to the laws, usages and customs in force at the time and the place when and where it was 
to take effect. Under this exterritorial law, in force at the time that the treaties were made, and at the time 
and place that they took effect, the house was recognized, by both foreign and native Authorities, as a part 
of the properties held by virtue of the leases in perpetuity, and, therefore, on any reasonable and fair con- 
struction of the words of the treaty, the improvements and fixtures must be taken to have formed a part of 
the properties referred to by the negotiators, 


(7/ The Japanese argument also attempts to ignore the fact that some of the earlier grants of land pro- 
vided, as a condition of the title, that houses should be built, and to ignore the fact that, as to all titles in 
Yokohama, in the provision for the reversion of the land to the Japanese Government, in case of failure to 
pay the ground-rent, it was expressly provided that the houses, though to be erected after the grant, were to 
revert with the land to the Japanese Government. It seems, therefore, that at the time of the grants it was 
intended that the houses, when erected, should become a part of the land. 


(4) The Japanese argument also loses sight of the fact that in the preliminaries of all of the Conventions 
which led to the making of the grants it was distinctly understood that the Japanese Government recogniz- 
ed that in order to live in Japan foreigners must have land on which to erect structures for residence and 
bus I purposes, and the lands were conveyed to them by the Government, for this special purpose. 


(</ . But, leaving aside all these side-lights of history and established usage and custom, and confining 
ourselves to the technical letter of the treaties, we find that the paragraph of the treaties on which the 
technical position assumed in the Japanese diplomatic note resta, is as follows :—‘ When such incorporation 
takes place, existing leases in perpetuity under which property is now held in the said Settlements shall 
be confirmed, and no conditions whatsoever other than those contained in such existing leases shall be 
imposed in respect of such property.” (This quotation is taken from the British Treaty). The French 
Treaty states that “the properties of this nature shall not be made to bear any imposts, taxes, charges, 
coytributions or conditions other than those expressly stipulated in the leases in question.” 
f 
f The clause protecting the properties against the imposition of taxes and new conditions is (in the 
above quotation from the British Treaty) the secénd clause, and the phrase “such property” at the end of 
this clause refers to the phrase in the first clause where the word “ property” first occurs, and where it is 
described as that property which is held by virtue of leases in perpetuity at the time of the making of the 
treaty. In the text of the British Treaty the description. of the property is, property held “under” the 
leases ; in the text of the United States Treaty, property held “upon” the leases, and in the text of the 
French Treaty, property held “by virtue of” the leases. (It must be kept in mind that the time referred 
to for this description of the property is fixed as the time of the making of the treaty—1894—and not the time 
of the grants.) 


(A) The technical textual effect of all of these phrases, in their proper construction and natural meaning, 
is to describe the property held in 1894 or 1899 as a result of the making of the leases. The houses were 
certainly built and attached to the lands as a result of the receipt of the leases :—As has been seen, some of 
the earlier grants made the building of a house a condition of the title granted, and, as to all grants, they 
were made by the Japanese Government, not to be held for investment or speculation, but for the specific 
purpose of enabling foreigners to erect buildings for residence and business uses. 


{/ Further than this, under exterritorial law which has governed and controlled these properties, and 
their ownership, for years, and which governed and controlled them at the time that the treaties took effect, 
the houses have been so completely attached to and merged into the land that, with the exception of those 
cases where they have been separated by specific agreement, there is no record of a title to a house, and, if 
an house-holder were, to-day, required to show a recorded title to his house, he could do so only by showing 
a recorded title to the land on which it stands. A situation could not well be conceived of which would 
more clearly show that the houses were held as a result of the making of the leases. 


@u The necessary answer to the Japanese argument may be summarized, on this point of the technical 
construction of the treaty text, as follows:—They make the mistake of basing their argument on the 
assumption that the properties referred to in the protective clauses of the treaty are the properties as they 
were included in the original grants, at the time of the grants, under the component conditions then relating to 
them. The language of the treaty is perfectly clear, and fully disposes of any reasoning based on this 
assumption :—Under the treaty text, the properties protected from taxation and the imposition of new 
conditions are not the properties as they existed at the time of granting, but the properties “ now held” by 
foreigners under the original grants—i.e. in 1894, the date of the treaty, or in 1899, the time of the taking 
effect of the treaty. No reference is made to the conditions influencing the composition of the properties at 
the time of the grants—in fact, such a reference is positively precluded by the phrase “now held.” There 
is, and can be, no dispute as to what this property consisted of, under exterritorial law, and on the Consular 


property records of the various nationalities, at the time that the treaty was negotiated—1894, or at the time 
that it took effect-—1599. 


Hw } While it can have no logical or legal bearing on the technical construction of the treaties, which 
must be taken to finally establish the rights and exemptions of foreigners, it may be interesting to call 
attention to a few practical considerations relating to this house tax which the Japanese insist, in the 


fuce of the provisions of the Conventional grants and in the face of the treaties, that they have a right to 
levy on foreigners who hold property in Japan :— 


(1.) The house tax is not controlled by the Central Government, but is levied and collected 


by the local Assembly of the Ken (Provincial District), and by the local Assembly of the 
Municipality. 


(2.) The house tax, under Japanese Law, may be levied by these Assemblies whenever, in 
their opinion, revenue becomes necessary: it is, therefore, an unlimited tax, since there is no 
limit to the number of levies that may be made in a year. It is believed to be the only tax 
which; under the Japanese system, is unlimited. 


(3.) Foreign property holders (having the benefit of no tax limitation) have, and can have, 
no representation in either of the Assemblies authorized to levy this tax. 


(4.) The house tax is levied, not on a building in the abstract, but as a percentage on the 
number of square feet of the superficial area of each floor of the building. The foreigner, from 
long usage and the customs of civilization, finds it impossible to house a whole family in the 
space of one small room—he requires, not only for reasonable comfort but for decency, more 


rooms, and, consequently, more room space than the average Japanese requircs. The house tax 
therefore falls with more weight on him than on the Japanese. 


(5.) While the foreigner objects, as a matter of principle controlling future liability, to the 
admission of the right to levy this tax on him and his property, he has no practical present objec- 
tion to the single house tax now levied, since it may, as a matter of loose argument, be fairly 
conceded that it is not now very far without the limits of financial reason and necessity (if the 
treaties had not exempted him from it entirely), but, since there is no limit to the number of 
times that it may be collected in a year, and the discretionary authority to levy it is vested in a 
very roughly constituted local Assembly, in which he can have no representation, he feels 
certain that if the broad right to levy is, in a concessive spirit, admitted, contrary, as he 
believes, to the clear provisions of the treaties that protect him, the house tax will very soon rise 
to an annual percentage that will become most burdensome and unfair.

(6.) Leaving the text of the last treaties entirely out of the question, the foreign property 
holder cannot admit that the Municipal Assembly has the right to levy the house tax on him 
and his property in the Settlements, since, in the Conventions under which the grants were made, 
the Japanese Central Government, as the lord of the land, assumed all municipal charges, and 
it is distinctly stated that, in paying his ground-rent to the Central Government, he pays all 
municipal charges. The foreigner admits that the municipal Assembly may have the abstract 
right to collect taxes for running expenses, but not from him on his Settlement properties, because, 
when the Settlements were formed, the Central Government refused to allow him to have deal- 
ings of any sort relating to fixed property, and the charges incident to it, with Native Subjects, 
but said to him—* You must deal directly with us and pay us your ground-rent, which covers 
and includes all municipal charges against you and your property in the Settlements, and we 
will take care of all these charges for you.” Tho foreigner believes that the City Assembly 
should collect the tax that it wishes to levy on these Settlement properties by securing it from 
the Central Government which has received it in the form of ground-rent. 


( 0) The foreigner cannot see that there is now involved in the discussion of this matter any general or 


moral question of his duty to contribute to local expenses in the form of a house tax, or to discuss the suffi- 

ency of the contribution that he has made in paying his ground-rent:—he has paid the ground-rent 
reserved in the lease contracts, and confirmed asa duty by the treaties, and he pays the other numerous 
taxes of Japan, to which the treaties have made him subject, without objection. He is not making 
a treaty—it is simply a question of the enforcement of one that his Government has made for his 
benefit several years ago: the moral effect of the exemption of his Settlement property, held under old 
vrants free of taxation other than the stipulated ground-rent, might have been discussed in the making 
of a treaty, but not now in the carrying out of the provisions of one made and in force. Neither is he 
nor his Government called upon to show any specially concessive spirit on moral questions of right, 
outside of the strict enforcement of the terms of the treaties, since a spirit far from concessive 
has been shown to him: the Japanese Government failed and refused, for more than two years, to 
confirm his titles as the treaties required, thus causing a reduction of their market value, and putting him to 
a heavy expense to secure recognition of this important right: this recognition has been tardily and grudg- 
ingly given in halting language. In every possible way, and on all collateral questions, a wish has been 
clearly shown to ignore and override, without discussion, rights that he honestly believes that he has under 
the treaties. When it has been impossible to decide a question against him on the most technical construc- 
tion, he has been repeatedly informed that he must continue to suffer infringement of his rights, satifying 
himself with a protest, “because the Central Government cannot control the action of local officials:” he 
knows that the Government of Japan has more centralized power than most governments, and he sees, every 
day, exhibitions of its power to control absolutely the action of all officials, in cases where it wishes to do so: 
he learns from the Constitution of Japan that the treaties promulgated by His Majesty the Emperor form a 
part of the higher law of the Nation, and he wonders that the Government admits a lack of ability to require 
and enforce respect for that law—he concludes, with some reason, that the trouble does not lie so much in a 
lack of ability on the part of the Central Government, as in the utter lack of any wish to hear him and 
protect him. 


The foreigner in Japan has been forced to ask for “his pound of flesh” which the treaties have 
allowed him, since that is all that he can hope to receive.

Many thanks for your two notes of the 4th instant, giving Mr. Miyaoka’s explanation of the 
tabulated financial statements. It is, of course, possible that I may be in error in supposing that the 
statement refers to Kanagawa Ken. My conclusions were based on the plain reading of the text as furnished 


ta you, 


To start with, I cannot see what possible bearing the statement can properly have on the question 
of taxation of foreigners, The Japanese have, by the most solemn agreement possible—a treaty—agreed to 
exempt certain property from taxation. They are now attempting to avoid the consequences of this agreement 
by exempting only half of the described property. The fact that the Government may show that it is losing 
money as a result of its agreement, even if true, cannot relieve them of the obligation of that agreement. 
This is just the complaint made against the Japanese merchant :—he disavows and ignores his contracts as 
soon as the market has changed and he sees that his profits will not be as great as he had expected. The 
warehouses of Yokohama are full to repletion of goods paid for and imported by foreigners on orders and 
contracts of Japanese, who have, for their own financial convenience, refused to take delivery, though the 
contract time for delivery has long passed, and the goods were duly tendered. It is to be regretted that the 
Government seems to be disposed to act on the same principle, by using as an argument to support its failure 
to carry out an agreement the fact that there is no profit in doing so. 


But, leaving this question on one side, and allowing, for the moment, that the financial statement is 
pertinent to the discussion of the force of the treaty obligation, there is something intrinsically and radically 
wrong about the financial showing made :— 


If these expenditures shown for Kanagawa are for this Settlement alone, why is it that some of the 
items appear in a column headed “ City expense,” and some in a column headed “ Towns and Villages.” The 
Foreign Settlement is either a City, a Town or Village, but it does not comprise all three? 


Does it not seem preposterous, even though it is admitted, in the face of the reading of the text, that 
all items refer to the Foreign Settlement alone, to suppose that the upkeep of a police force solely for the 
benefit of leas than three thousand white people in a small community costs considerably more than Sixty- 
Six Thousand Yen per year, when we have a pretty good idea of what it costs in Native districts? It 
seems evident that there has not been a proper distribution of this item. 


How is it possible that an item can appear as a charge on account of the Cemetery used by 
foreigners alone for years, when the Treasurer informs me that the cemetery is supported entirely by the 
direct payments of foreigners, and does not receive one sen from the Authorities ? 


How can we avoid a conflict between this financial statement, showing an expenditure on account of 
the Fire Brigade, and the fact that there is no Japanese Fire Brigade in the Settlement, that fire protection 
is there furnished by an organization supported by foreigners, and that I have a letter, written a few days 


ago by the Treasurer of that organization, stating that it has never received one sen from any Japanese 
source, official or private ? 


But, even if these questions could be satisfactorily answered, there would remain a most misleading 
defect in the extracted statement :—It is evident from the character of the items of expenditure given that 
the Central Government recognizes the existence of a duty on its part, created by its early land-grant 
Conventions, to take care of foreign municipal necessities, (a responsibility usually left to the local 
Authorities). It is not intimated in the financial statement that,aince the new treaties came into force, the 
Central Government, while still recognizing its duty, has turned over the execution of it to the local native 
Municipality, and has given it the right to levy several taxes, and collect heavy license fees, in the Settle- 
ment, in addition to the ground-rent collected under the leases and Conventional agreements, and in 
addition to the House Tax under discussion : it is not shown by the statement that, further than this, the 
Central Government itself collects one or two direct taxes from foreigners in the Settlement. 


If this financial statement is to have even a moral value in leading to a fair conclusion as to the 
standing of the account against foreigners, it would be but common honesty to show, as against total 
expenditure, the total public receipts from foreigners, and not leave it to be supposed, as this statement does, 
that the payment of ground-rent constitutes the only receipt from them in return for the Government's eare 
and maintenance of them. The side of the statement showing receipts should show, in addition to the total 


round-rent, the total returns from the Central Government's direct taxes on foreigners, and, since the 
‘‘entral Government is under an obligation to look after the municipal charges of the foreign Settlement, 
and has delegated to the local native Municipality the duty of acting as its agent to look after them, (so far 
.s the foreigner is concerned, he is not a party to this arrangement between the Central and local Govern- 

ents, and still looks to the former for the fulfilment of its obligation assumed at the time that it issued his 
leeds), the statement should include in its showing of receipts from foreigneers the total of the several taxes 
which are directly levied on them, outside of the house tax, by the local Municipal and Ken Authorities. 


The statement cannot lead to a fair conclusion so long as it leaves the reader with the-pression 
that the amount of the ground-rent payments is the total of all payments made by foreigners, to be set off 
ayainst expenditure on their account. While we believe that the payment of the ground-rent includes all 
municipal taxes, these extra taxes have been, with the knowledge and consent of the Central Government, 
wrung from us under threat of distraint :—It would seem that we should, at least, have the credit of having 


paid their amount on a sentimental showing of a statement of account which is intended to be used 
against us with our own Government. 


It is evident that this extracted statement is intended to be used to suggest a mor,/ consideration 
to justify what we consider a misreading of the treaty stipulation, and that our Government is, in 
effect, asked to overlook the misreading and permit the levy of a tax which the treaty prohibits because the 
Japanese would show that they would lose money by carrying out the agreement. It is also evident on the 
face of the statement, even admitting the Japanese assertion now made that it does not include the whole 
Ken, that it must include more than the Central Government's expenditure on the Foreign Settlement alone, 
and that the receipts from the Foreign Settlement other than the ground-rent receipts are not shown. 


In view of the fact that our Government has not had its attention directly called, in this connection, 
to the details of the situation here, which is unique, and not depending on the usual constructions and 
applications of Municipal Law and general governmental right, but on the specific terms of a treaty 
agreement, which is out of the ordinary, this statement, as it is made up and without explanation, would 
certainly lead our Government to the conclusion that the Central Government of Japan is paying out, in 
the total, more, on our account, than the total amount collected from us, whereas, on a properly made up 
and distributed statement of account, the reverse is absolutely true. 


This being so, since the financial statement has gone forward to our Government, and since it looks 
to you for trustworthy information on which to base its conclusions as to the validity of our claims, I hope 
that you will permit me to ask that you will call its attention to the details of the local situation, that it 
may have them before it when this financial statement is considered by it. 


We have never been given an opportunity for a hearing by the Japanese Government: we should, 
at least, have an opportunity to state to our own Government what we honestly believe to be true, in reply 
to the ex parte arguments that the Japanese are laying before it.

Having now obtained information in respect of imports, @x- 

rts, etc., at Shimonoseki as reported to me from that port in 
the form of a typewritten statement ,(ineluding a tabulated 
statement also 6f foreign trade with Moji, as it is claimed),I 
7 #180 enclose that, that the claims of both ports together mignt 
ne considered, should it be determined to establish a Consulate 
at one of them. 

The two ports are opposite to each other on this Strait, 
and it is a question, at which, if either, it would he best to 
establish a Consulate. If it should be thought best to have a 
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Consular officer at one of these ports, it is my opinion, from 


wiat information I have, that Moji should be preferred and that 


a Consul, rather than a Consular Agent, be appointed.

Moji being a newly opened port its people are—though we say it who should not—active, enterprising, and 
generous minded as a rule and cons¢quently they are dispose:i to be very friendly and kindly toward foreigners, 

In price of goods Moji does not differ much from the price at Akamagascki, but with regard to articles of 
daily necessity their prices are somewhat cheaper in the former than in the latter port. 

Moji possesses good hotels, but Akamagascki has no hotel at all, 

Moji abounds in unskilled labourers, and this is accounted for by the fact that the facilities 
transporting freight are not complete yet there ; but these facilities are being rapidly provided, On the other 
however, in proportion as the volume of import and export trade of a place is larger, the larger will 
be the number of unskilled labourers attracted thereto.
